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HOW OFFICIAL INFORMATION SERVICES OVERSEAS 
HELP BRITISH INDUSTRY 


The Government Information Services provide a regular flow of information to overseas posts about British industrial 
achievement, with a view to editorial publication throughout the world. This article, which should be of particular interest 
to sales and publicity departments, describes how the service works and how individual manufacturers can make use of it.

OME OF THE LARGER British firms go to considerable 

rouble and expense to make sure that their achievements are 

made known overseas. Other manufacturers have neither the 
machinery nor the know-how, and it might be thought that much 
news of industry is unnoticed abroad. In fact, almost every hour 
of the day and night, there goes out from London a service to the 
world of information about new feats of production, new techniques, 
processes, products and designs. This is the work of the Govern- 
ment information services, whose aim is to provide for the world’s 
Press and radio a steady flow of material which will, on publication, 
result in orders and enquiries for British goods. 

It is not pretended that the service is, or ever can be, exhaustive. 
According to the level of activity at any given moment, much that 
the individual manufacturer regards as of first-rate importance must 
be crowded out. But the media employed are many, their scope 
wide, and it is hoped that this description of the service will encourage 
many more exporters freely to take advantage of it. 


An Overseas Network 


At the request and under the guidance of those departments 
concerned with publicity overseas (the Foreign Office, Common- 
wealth Relations Office, Colonial Office and Board of Trade), the 
Central Office of Information produces material in variou§ forms 
publicizing the efforts and achievements of British industry in 
general and the excellence of particular products. This material 
is supplied by fast means to Information Officers attached to 
H.M. . Missions abroad, High Commissioners’ Offices, and to 
Colonial Governments, who are responsible for its distribution 
among editors after consultation with their commercial colleagues

on the spot. The Central Office of Information is not itself repre- 
sented abroad, but provides specialist services to all Government 
Departments, 

The principal media through which industrial and economic 

publicity is carried out comprise :— 

News items, feature material and photographs for daily and 
periodical Press (including trade and technical) and the radio ; 
items for television programmes ; books, pamphlets and 
magazines ; 

Films, posters and window displays. 

A further operation which serves to promote trade with overseas 

countries is the arranging of industrial tours for visitors to Britain. 


London Press Service 


The most topical items are included in a series of daily bulletins 
transmitted speedily to the majority of overseas posts and called 
the London Press Service. This includes a thousand-word 
programme of industrial and economic news and commentary, 
as well as occasional full-length feature articles, and its aim is to 
give a daily picture of developments and progress in every branch 
of industry and commerce. Names of individual firms are almost 
always given with mention of their products. Thus the interested 
reader can write direct for more details, or can consult the nearest 
British Government commercial officer. 

In addition to this general programme there are regional services 
to Western Europe, Africa, the Middle East, the Far East, Latin 
America, Canada, India and Pakistan. In the industrial field 
these regional services supplement the general programme by 
cagrying longer versions of news stories of particular interest to the 
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territories concerned. For example, the record-breaking flight ofa 
new aeroplane to Cairo was of sufficient interest to be covered in the 
general programme ; in the Middle East service it was reported with 
a greater wealth of detail. 

The Regional Programmes also carry items excluded from the 
general Industrial Programme because of their purely local interest, 
items like the visit of an Asian industrialist to Britain or the. shipment 
of a big cargo to Latin America. 


Illustrated Feature Articles 

By airmail to overseas posts is sent a large and regular output of 
feature articles, some dealing with an industry as a whole, some with 
an individual production. Most of them are accompanied by photo- 
graphs to illustrate the text, and some by picturegraphs specially 
prepared. 

A certain proportion of these feature articles is made up of special 
requests from posts ; other titles are decided by an advisory com- 
mittee of the Overseas Departments and the C.O.I. Among the 
regular features is a service of illustrated fashion articles intended 
to stimulate the export of British textiles and clothing ; the feature 
service also contributes to British Industries Fair publicity a series 
of ‘‘ pre-view ”’ articles on most industries represented there. 

There is a four-page bulletin called In Reply to Yours, published 
twice monthly, which provides commercial and economic articles 
in semi-popular style. Copies are supplied freely to firms in Britain 
for sending to their overseas correspondents ; others are despatched 
direct to business men abroad. Its circulation is now about 18,000. 

It should be emphasized here that the material sent to each country 
is related as far as possible to the conditions in that country and to 
trade prospects, and is adjusted to meet new demands and oppor- 
tunities as indicated by reports from the field. For instance, since 
devaluation the services to North America have been greatly increased. 
More material is being specially sought and written up with a view 
to its appeal in Canada and the United States ; a greater volume of 
background information is being supplied to the information depart- 
ments in those territories, and more articles are being provided to 
meet special requests from their individual newspapers and magazines. 
There are, in addition, one or two entirely new services to North 
America, including a bulletin of trade topics and the supply of radio 
and television items featuring British goods currently available in 
North American stores. 


Photographic Services 


Most overseas territories receive from London a daily service of 
topical photographs, mainly from official sources or the picture 
agencies. They are also offered news feature sets—sets of up to 
half a dozen photographs dealing with a single subject in the news, 
intended primarily for publication in illustrated and technical maga- 
zines. ‘These sets are an excellent medium for industrial publicity 
and have produced good results. 

Many industrial subjects from these services are reproduced on 
plastic printing plates for use by small newspapers with no facilities 
for blockmaking, thus giving the photographic service a wide dis- 
tribution not confined to the newspapers of big towns, and reaching 
areas where the pictorial medium is of special value. Fifteen subjects 
are issued in this way each week. 

Other industrial subjects are made into a layout of three or four 
pictures and text. This is sent out as a matrix and appears in 60-80 
newspapers in the Commonwealth each week. 

Special sets surveying entire British industries have been produced 
for overseas magazines, covering such subjects as British carpets, 
locomotives, motor cars, steel, shipbuilding, pottery and glassware. 
There are also ‘‘ personality ”’ features, introducing such types as 
the docker, the cutler, the mill-girl, and industrial leaders. 

All these services are popular in appeal, and are aimed at the 
magazine and newspaper reading public. Use in technical periodicals, 
though frequently obtained, is a secondary intention. A few photo- 
graphic subjects which no amount of ingenuity can glamourize are 
sent out under the title of ‘‘ Ideas from Britain ”’ for offer to the trade 
and technical Press only. 


Reference Services 

A 48-page survey of developments in home affairs is printed and 
distributed weekly to overseas posts. It contains articles which carb 
be used for official reference and as background material for publicity, 
and can also be offered, in translation if necessary, to the trade or 
general Press. It includes items designed to illustrate the excellence 
of British products (e.g., speed or endurance records by land, sea

and air, large overseas contracts secured by British firms), and the 
progressive attitude of British industry and science (e.g., development 
projects, output figures, items from the British Industries Fair and 
other exhibitions). Items are also based on material received from 
time to time from the Society of British Aircraft Constructors, the 
Society of Motor Manufacturers and Traders, the British Electrical 
Manufacturers’ Association, etc. 

Special papers have also been prepared on particular industries, 
and particular aspects of industry, in Britain, and the reference services 
of the C.O.I. provide answers to ad hoc enquiries from Information 
Officers on commercial and technical subjects. 

There is a fortnightly service of facsimile reproductions of published 
articles of technical and scientific interest from reputable British 
journals, and this is supplemented with a duplicated bulletin of infor- 
mation about the new products of individual firms. Overseas 
rights (with or without limitations) are secured in every item repro- 
duced. 


Magazines, Filmstrips and Posters 


A series of monthly digests in various languages is produced for 
sale overseas, and prominence is given to articles on various aspects of 
British industrial enterprise and research. The illustrated magazine, 
To-day, produced in London for Colonial peoples and printed in 
English and several native languages, also includes articles on this 
country’s industries. 

Picture sets of from 12 to 20 much-enlarged photographs, printed 
with appropriate letterpress, are circulated for display in such places 
as libraries, reading rooms, schools, 
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territory. Information is gathered about local market conditions, 
lists of manufacturers and agents, and leads about the type of person 
to whom it might be most helpful to have the film shown. A film 
library is maintained at most overseas posts and copies of films are 
supplied free, except in the United States. Borrowers include 
community welfare organizations, local authorities, universities, 
technical colleges, schools, adult education, Government Depart- 
ments, trade and commercial associations, commercial firms, film 
societies and special groups in the medical, agricultural and educa- 
tional fields. 

Where facilities exist, it is also arranged for films to be offered to 
film lending or hire libraries which operate in the territories. This 
ensures that films are available to all interested persons, and practically 
all films sent overseas are circulated in this way. Official films are 
also offered to the organizers of mobile units which operate under 
any auspices other than political. For instance, films selected by the 
National Film Board of Canada are available for all rural communities 
served by the Board’s units, and in India and Pakistan Information 
Officers have mobile units under their direct control. Distribution 
in the United States is arranged through 16mm. distributors and 
through the nine Information Service film libraries in New York, 
Washington, Boston, Chicago, Detroit, Houston (Texas), Los Angeles, 
San Francisco, and Seattle. Facilities also exist for films to be shown 
on television, and this outlet is now being carefully fostered. 

The Information Services also produce their own official weekly 
newsreels which receive wide distribution throughout the world. 
These newsreels are made up of items selected from current com- 
mercial reels, and events filmed for official purposes are included 
from time to time. In some in-

or other unsophisticated audiences. 

Poster sets in four-colour gravure on industrial subjects are also 
produced. In six or eight coloured photographs they aim at showing 
the size and scope of a single British industry. Single posters, 
sometimes covering industrial subjects, are made as well. Both the 
sets and single posters are ordered for display in foreign countries 
and in the British Commonwealth and Colonies. 

Booklets, covering industrial and trade subjects, are also produced 
and are distributed in Commonwealth and foreign territories. 


Cinematograph Publicity 


Publicity for British industry through the medium of the docu- 
mentary film is undertaken in several ways. Films are produced for 
this purpose in the closest consultation with the industry concerned, 
the Board of Trade or the Ministry of Supply. Over the past 18 
months films have been made on a wide variety of subjects, including 
radar, jet engines, pottery, steel and textiles. In addition to these, a 
regular monthly cine magazine is produced called This is Britain, 
which is aimed at generally increasing the nation’s trade and prestige 
overseas. Each issue, which runs for approximately 10 minutes, 
consists of three or more items on one subject, closely linked together 
by acontinuous and lively commentary. ‘This series of film magazines 
is distributed commercially all over the world and in many instances 
firms whose products are featured have used the film for their own 
sale purposes. Apart from films that are made expressly to promote 
the export sale of British products, many other short films are sent 
overseas by the Information services to maintain British prestige and so 
incidentally to help British trade. 

The distribution of all films in which Government Information 
Services have an interest is carefully planned at all stages. The 
main distribution is undertaken through the Information Officers 
of the Foreign Office, Colonial Office and the Commonwealth 
Relations Office. ‘These Departments, in consultation with their 
overseas representatives, advise on the shape and treatment most 
suitable for films to be distributed in their particular territories. 
Then, when the film is completed, supplementary technical information 
is collected to enable the Information Officer and Commercial Officer 
at each overseas post to obtain the best possible attendances in their 


commercial reels do not circulate. 
These official newsreels are screened to both theatrical and non- 
theatrical audiences, and this also applies whenever practicable to all 
Government films, including the monthly magazine This is Britain. 
In certain cases it is also possible for commercially-sponsored films 
to be distributed through the official channels already mentioned, 
provided prints are supplied free. Commercial sponsors interested 
in obtaining such distribution for their films should apply in the first 
instance to the Information Division, Board of Trade. 


Distributing Trade Papers 


A wide variety of trade and technical periodicals, scientific, medical, 
agricultural, engineering, and so forth, are ordered and despatched 
by the Central Office of Information for free distribution to selected 
technical institutions and libraries, and for use in official reading rooms 
overseas. 

Each year more than 300,000 copies, comprising 200 different titles 
are distributed in this way. Arrangements are also made for the 
supply and sale through newsagents of these periodicals in countries 
with which there is at present no commercial trading. 

Advantage is taken of special opportunities for bringing British 
periodicals to the notice of overseas readers by the circulation of 
mailing lists to publishers and arranging for supplies to be suitably 
displayed at International Trade Fairs. 

By close liaison with the Board of Trade and with overseas posts, the 
Central Office is able to keep British publishers advised of changing 
trading conditions and marketing opportunities. 


Visitors from Abroad 


Tours of Britain are arranged for visitors from abroad, particularly 
journalists and others who by their influence on public opinion can 
promote a wider understanding of British industrial achievement. 
Tours are also arranged for the overseas staff of some United Kingdom 
Government Departments and members of Colonial Governments who 
by long absence from this country might have become somewhat out 
of touch with present-day conditions and with industrial and scientific 
developments. 

Visits to factories feature prominently in such tours, and a good 
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deal of publicity for British industry appears in the overseas Press as a 
result. The tours are planned in collaboration with the overseas 
departments sponsoring the tours and with the Board of Trade and 
Ministry of Supply. 

Industry has been quick to appreciate the publicity value of these 
tours and has co-operated in making them a success. Business 
executives welcome the opportunity to make contacts, to gain time to 
put across to visitors the excellence of their products and the efficiency 
of their production, 


Wide Reproduction Achieved 


The result of all the foregoing activity is a vast amount of publicity 
overseas, addressed both to the specialist and the layman, about British 
industry in general and in particular about the products we want to 
export. Discrimination is used in placing the material, little of which 
gets wasted circulation. First there is consultation with the firm 
about its desired markets ; then guidance from the Board of Trade ; 
then consultation between the Information Officer and the Com- 
mercial Officer in the overseas territory. 

A request which is often made, but cannot be satisfied, is for a 
service of Press cuttings in proof of publication achieved. ‘The output 
is great, and the staff engaged so small that any attempt to collect 
cuttings for individual firms would seriously detract from the more 
important work of placing the material. Reports from the field 
indicate a very considerable reproduction of the trade and industrial 
news sent out from London, and many manufacturers have expressed 
their pleasure at the number of enquiries received as a result of such 
publication. 

A single instance might be worth recording. Just before last 
Christmas a special effort was made on behalf of a dozen British toy 
manufacturers who wanted to increase their sale in America. The 
coverage achieved was: five television programmes (every network 
and an agency supplying all TV. stations in America) ; four radio 
programmes (including two networks) ; two newsreels ; all the 
New York papers, fully and with pictures ; brief coverage in 2,000 
newspapers through United Press ; mention in 1,200 radio news 
bulletins through Associated Press ; ten photographic agencies. 
The manufacturers’ agents in New York valued the publicity achieved 
at a million dollars. ; nn 

It is important to remember that this represents free advertising, 
and would cost firms a great deal of money if the space had to be paid 
for—even if the publicity value of paid advertising were comparable. 
Inevitably, there can be no guarantee that a particular story or picture 
will appeal either to editors or readers, but those who contribute 
material may be assured that every effort is made to place it where it 
will do most good. 


How Manufacturers Can Co-operate 


Many firms already co-operate by sending news of their activity, 
and others are now invited to do so. It is seldom possible to use material 
of the catalogue variety, but good results can be obtained with stories 
of (for instance) a feat of production, an entirely new product or process, 
a large or unusual export order, a notable piece of market research, or a 


testimonial from an outstanding personality. It is not necessary to 
produce a literary masterpiece—200 words of rough notes is usually 
sufficient to begin with. But it must be remembered that the possi- 
bility of publication depends on the item’s merit as news. 

Ideas for photographs are welcomed, but firms are not advised to 
have pictures specially taken for the purpose, except on the clear 
understanding that their use in the service cannot be guaranteed. 

A note will be made of any firms expressing their willingness to 
receive overseas visitors, with a view to taking advantage of their

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European Payments Union and Liberalization of Trade 


NTIL a multilateral system of payments can be established by 

other means, the European Payments Union is designed to secure 

the effects of such a system in the field of Western Europe and its 
dependent territories and thus to facilitate further progress with the 
liberalization of trade among its members, states a notice issued by 
the Treasury. 

Through the United Kingdom’s membership of E.P.U. the multi- 
lateral system of trade and payments which already exists throughout 
the sterling area is brought into association with this new multilateral 
system in Europe. 

The E.P.U. does not interfere with the arrangements for financing 
current trade which remains precisely as hitherto. In particular 
E.P.U. does not affect the existing use of sterling as an international 
trading currency. Indeed, the introduction of arrangements for 
offsetting all bilateral surpluses and deficits may be expected to lead 
to an additional flow of international trade and an increased use of 
sterling for the financing of trade between the Western European 
countries. J 


Objectives 


To facilitate a return to multilateral trade in Western Europe by 
making surpluses earned by one country in any other experdable 
in all the other member countries. 

To remove restrictions on trade that were unavoidable in the absence 
of a multilateral payments system. 

To secure these objectives without hindering the efforts of the 
members to become independent of dollar aid and without impeding 
the development of high and stable levels of trade and employment. 

To provide multilateral payments facilities without imposing too 
great a strain on the still inadequate gold and dollar reserves of the 
member countries. 


Machinery 


E.P.U. will provide for the complete offsetting of all bilateral 
surpluses and deficits—a sort of clearing-house mechanism—so that 
each country finishes up with a net credit or debit position against all 
the other countries taken as a group. These net positions are then 
settled through the Union by a combination of credits and gold 
payments. 

The Union will be given a Working Capital fund of dollars, provided 
by the United States. This fund may be supplemented by European 
currencies in the form of ‘‘ drawing rights’’ unused in last year’s 
payments scheme. 

To relieve pressure on the resources of the Union. the (United 
States) Economic Co-operation Administration will give to some of 
the expected creditors some part of their Marshall Aid on condition 
that they agree to write off part of their net surplus. Correspondingly, 
some of the expected debtors will be allowed to write off part of their 
net deficit. E.C.A. will also maintain a “‘ special assistance fund "’ 
from which, on the advice of the Organization, debtors who get into 
difficulties can be assisted. 

Each country is allotted a ‘‘ Quota,’’ which represents the field 
within which whatever surpluses or deficits arise are to be settled 
by credit or gold payments in the course of E.P.U.’s operations. ‘The 
quota roughly reflects the weight each country carries in intra- 
European trade. Great Britain’s quota (reflecting the trade of the 
whole of the sterling area with the other members) is 27 per cent. of 
the total, or approximately $1,000 million. 

All the accounts of E.P.U. are to be kept in a common unit related 
to gold. The ‘‘ Unit’’ exists for this book-keeping purpose only. 


Automatic Operations 


Net positions. The Union will first establish the net position of 
each country—as a creditor or debtor—in its balance of payments 
with all the other countries taken together. To do this, at the end 
of each “ accounting period ’’—normally each month—the Central 
Bank of each member country reports to the Bank for International 
Settlements at Basle (the ‘“‘ Agent ’’) the balance of accounts opened 
in its books in the name of the Central Banks of each of the other 
countries. The Agent calculates in Units the net deficit or surplus 
of each country vis-a-vis all the rest since the end of the last accounting 
period. He then determines the cumulative position of each country, 


i.e. its net deficit or surplus over the whole period since the beginning 
of E.P.U. 

Lines of Credit. It is necessary only to settle these net positions 
for current account obligations to be liquidated. This is 
done by transfers of credit and gold between the debtors and the 
Union on the one hand, and the creditors and the Union on the other. 
For this purpose, each country will receive from E.P.U. a line of 
credit equal to 60 per cent. of its Quota, and will extend to the Union 
a line of credit equal to the same amount. The remaining 40 per 
cent. of the Quota represents the extent to which a debtor may have 
to pay gold to the Union or a creditor may be entitled to draw gold 
from the Union. 

More precisely, in the case of a net debtor : 

(a) A deficit up to 20 per cent. of his quota shall be settled by his 

drawing on his line of credit with the Union; 

(b) A deficit greater than 20 per cent. and up to 100 per cent. of his 
quota shall be settled by further drawings on this line of credit, 
coupled with gold payments to the Union on an ascending scale. 

In the case of a net creditor : 

(a) A surplus up to 20 per cent. of his quota would be settled by 
the Union drawing on his line of credit; 

(b) A surplus greater than 20 per cent. and up to 100 per cent. of 
his quota would be settled as to 50 per cent. by further drawings 
on his line of credit by the Union and as to 50 per cent. by gold 
payments to him by the Union. 

Tables II and III below show the relation of gold payments to 

credit in the case of both creditors and debtors.

Bilateral Credit Facilities 


Countries may enter into bilateral payments agreements with one 
another under which they would hold any net credit with the Union 
in the form of their partner’s currency instead of in Units—up to the 
amount of their bilateral surplus with their partner and subject to 
any limit laid down in the bilateral agreement. Any such arrangement 
will not affect the right of the countries concerned to receive gold 
from the Union or their liability to pay gold to the Union. It merely 
sterilizes as it were, a corresponding amount of credit with the Union. 
Any currencies accumulated during E.P.U. under such arrangements 
will be turned in on liquidation and exchanged for Units. 


Existing Resources 


Unfunded debts outstanding between the members as of June 30, 
1950, are to be amortized by bilateral agreement. If the countries 
concerned cannot agree terms the Organization for European Econ- 
omic Co-operation will try to arbitrate; and if it is still not possible 
to agree, the debt is to be amortized automatically over a period of 
two years. 

Members are also to agree bilaterally the extent to which such

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Opening in Canada for Building 
Trade Exports 


HE VALUE to the export drive of an independent survey under- 

taken during May and June by The Builder into the construction 
industry of Canada, with special reference to the industry’s needs 
and to the opportunities to meet them presented to United Kingdom 
manufacturers of building materials and equipment, was stressed at 
a luncheon in London on June 7. The survey appeared in the issue 
of The Builder on that date, and contained forewords by Mr. Richard 
Stokes, the Minister of Works, and Mr. C. D. Howe, Canadian 
Minister of Trade and Commerce. The luncheon was presided over 
by Mr. H. A. Cox, Chairman of The Builder. 

Proposing the toast of ‘‘ Canada,’’ the Secretary for Overseas Trade, 
Mr. Arthur Bottomley, said that our exports to Canada had displayed a 
remarkable expansion in the last few months. In April and May of 
this year they reached £21 million, compared with £13-7 million in the 
corresponding period of 1949. ‘This was an increase of over one-third 

in sterling—but not, because of devaluation, in dollars (and dollars 
were what we had to pay in for our imports from North America). All 
the same, the dollar yield of our exports improved from $55 (United 
States) million in the earlier period he had mentioned to nearly 
$60 (United States) million in the later. This achievement reflected 
great credit on all concerned, especially the United Kingdom firms by 
whose efforts and enterprise the trade was actually won. He did not 
wish to be over-optimistic. It would take us al! our time to maintain 
the position we had now achieved. The Canadian market remained as 
tough and exacting as ever. That was a challenge to us, and it could 
fairly be said that industry was responding to the challenge of the 
North American markets. We could see the end of the beginning of 
our Canadian export drive. 

It was particularly appropriate on this occasion to emphasize the 
extent to which our manufacturers had been aided by positive assis- 
tance on the Canadian side. This arose from the profound appre- 
ciation in Canada, particularly in the primary producing areas, that 
Canada’s ability to maintain her own exports over the long run to the 
United Kingdom and the Sterling Area depended upon the expansion 
which could be brought about in her imports from the United 
Kingdom and the sterling area. 

But let no one believe that the problem was solved. The dollar 
gap in our balance of payments was still far from bridged. We 
should be very fortunate if our exports remained at the spectacular 
levels they have attained in April and May. These figures had been 
achieved through remarkably high performances of one or two indus- 
tries (the woollen industry and the vehicle industry) which together 
account for nearly half of the total. What we must do now was to 
widen the extent and broaden the range of our exports of consumer 
goods and expand our trade in engineering products as a whole— 
so that we could rely, month in and month out, on a steady level of 


European Payments Union—(Continued) 


debts can be used to settle all or part of a net deficit in the Union. 
In the case of the United Kingdom, all sterling balances held by other 
members at June 30 can be used in this way. 

Any repayment of existing debts, or use of such debts to cover a net 
deficit will count as current payments. This means that countries 
to whom payment is made, or which use existing resources, improve 
their net position with the Union, while the position of the countries 
owing the debts is worsened correspondingly. In the case of the 
United Kingdom, special arrangements will be made under which 
E.C.A. underwrites any gold losses to the Union resulting from the 
use of sterling balances in this way. 


Duration of E.P.U. 


E.P.U. is designed to last so long as there is no other means of 
establishing a multilateral payments system in Europe. The financial 
commitments, however, of member countries, will cover a period of 
two years only in the first instance, and the question of extending them 
will be considered by O.E.E.C. in March 1952. In the event of the 
Union being liquidated, the outstanding credit and debt positions 
will be converted into bilateral obligations between the members, the 
terms of repayment being settled, so far as possible, by bilateral 
agreement. 
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exports at high volume. That was why exports of commodities like 
British building materials took on a very special importance. 

Moreover, in the wider setting of our balance of payments as a 
whole, our reserves were not yet at the level at which we could 
confidently face the impact of any unfavourable conditions that might 
develop outside our control in other parts of the world. To bring 
them back to this level was the prime object of our economic policy. 

Therefore, much as we would like to do so, we could not permit a 
substantial increase in our imports from Canada on the basis of one 
or two months’ healthy export figures. We had repeatedly assured 
our Canadian friends that it was our policy to obtain as much of our 
requirements from Canada as we could afford to pay for in dollars. 
But last year our exports to Canada only paid for about one-third of 
our imports from Canada. And we still had a long way to go before 
we could really loosen up. ‘Too much of what we were still buying 
was being paid for by external assistance (the Canadian Credit and 
E.R.P. funds) which would gradually come to an end. And if our 
imports from Canada were to be safely maintained—let alone expanded 
—we must do all we could to replace dollars from these external 
sources with dollars earned by our own efforts. 

Nevertheless, purchases from Canada in some directions had 
already been increased. We were resuming our takings of Canadian 
iron ore ; stepping up our attempts to purchase Canadian newsprint ; 
and we hoped to buy more softwood than in the recent past. 

Responding, Mr. Percival Huffman, President of the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce, said United Kingdom exporters must get 
into the Canadian market before someone else got there. ‘Those who 
did not get in at the start would be left out. Exporters must try to 
understand the Canadian market; they must sell themselves to the 
people to whom they wished to sell their goods. 

The toast of ‘‘ The Building Materials Exporters ’’ was submitted 
by the Minister of Works, who stated that the figures of exports to 
Canada in 1948 of building materials, fitments and equipment were 
five times the value of pre-war exports of these lines. Although 
values had changed, there was no doubt that these exports were 
greater than ever before. In 1948 the average monthly value, f.o.b., 
of exports of building materials, fitments and equipment to Canada 
was £125,799; in 1949 the figure was £171,122, and in 1950, to the 
end of May, the value was £195,666 per month, despite the fact that 
the period was that of the great “‘ freeze-up’’ in Canada. Canada 
had a very big programme of building before it, and the country offered 
unlimited opportunities for development. 

Mr. W. H. Pilkington, Chairman, the Building Materials Export 
Group, and Sir Norman Kipping, Director-General, Federation of 
British Industries, responded. Sir Norman Kipping emphasized 
the remarkable change in industry’s outlook toward Canada during 
the last twelve months. About a year ago industrialists regarded 
the Canadian market as offering problems and limitations similar 
to those in the United States market, which was regarded as “‘chancey.”’ 
But since then there had been a remarkable change in outlook regard- 
ing consumer and capital goods and in the field of construction. 
Just as this country was the natural market for Canada’s timber, 
newsprint and ores, so in a long term sense, as a continuing element 
in our commercial policy, we ought to develop the Canadian outlet 
for our goods.

Sales to Individual Customers for Export 


HE following consolidated statement of the procedure to be 
followed in order to claim relief from purchase tax and to comply 
_ With Exchange Control and Export Licensing requirements is 
issued by the Commissioners of Customs and Excise for the con- 
venience of traders. 
_ It reproduces the provisions of Board of Trade leaflet PX/49 
issued last year, as amended by subsequent announcements, and 
describes the position as it now stands in regard to 
(i) the Personal Export Scheme 
(ii) the export of goods to individual order by post or as freight, 
and 
(iii) the purchase of goods by visitors holding United States or 
Canadian passports, under the purchase tax Coupon Scheme. 
The Commissioners point out that these arrangements are experi- 
mental and are kept constantly under review and that it may from time 
to time be necessary to amend them. Any such amendments are 
announced to the main Trade Associations and the Trade Press, and 
traders are advised to use these means of keeping their information 
up to date. 


The Personal Export Scheme 


1. The Personal Export Scheme provides for relief from purchase 
tax in the circumstances described below on goods purchased from 
a trader for delivery to a port or airport and shipment as passengers’ 
baggage on the ship or aircraft by which the customer is leaving the 
United Kingdom. _ It also provides for certain relaxations from normal 
Exchange Control and Export Licensing requirements in respect of 
such purchases. 

Ff 2. The customer must be either a visitor from overseas, or a resident 
in the United Kingdom who is proceeding abroad for at least twelve 
months. The Scheme is not, however, available for purchases by 
members of B.A.O.R., nor the Control Commission for Germany 
or Austria, or their families. Nor is it available for purchases by 
peat of the crews of ships or aircraft, except in the case of purchases 
y— 
(a) members of the companies of a visiting Dominion or foreign 
Ps 

(b) officers and ratings of the Royal Navy going abroad on posting 
to a foreign station for at least 12 months ; 

(c) members of a crew visiting the United Kingdom specially to 
take delivery of a ship built in British shipyards which will 
not subsequently be plying to a United Kingdom port. 

3. The goods purchased must be personal or household effects 
which a passenger may reasonably be expected to have with him. 
The Scheme must not be used for purchases of merchandise for trade 
purposes. 

4. The actual price, exclusive of tax, paid for the goods by the 
customer must be £5 or more. The Scheme is not available for 
incidental purchases of a smaller value than this, which visitors may 
normally be expected to make in the ordinary way, paying the usual 
shop prices. 

5. The Scheme is available both to registered purchase tax traders, 
and to unregistered traders. 

6. For the present, the Form PX/1 must be used for all purchases 
under the Scheme. The customer must sign the declaration at Part B 
of the form. If, however, more than one Form PX/1 is required for 
purchases by the same customer (as in paragraph 11 below) the custo- 
mer need sign only one form, a reference to the serial number of that 
form being made at Part B of the remaining forms. Part C is for 
completion by the Customs Officer at the port of shipment. The 
remainder of the form should be completed, as necessary, by the 
trader selling the goods. The notes on the reverse of Form PX/1 
should be read in conjunction with the present statement of procedure, 
which supersedes them in certain respects. 

; 7. The Form PX/1, together with Form CD3 and Export Licence, 
if required (see paragraphs 13-18) must be produced with the goods 
to the Customs Officer at the port or airport. Traders must make 
their own arrangements to ensure that this is done. The goods may 
be handed or posted to the railway, airline, or shipping company 
concerned, or sent through a forwarding agent or direct by messenger 
to the port or airport. The Form PX/1 (and such other documents 
as may be necessary) should be in a separate envelope securely 
attached to the parcel containing the goods and clearly marked 


“ For production to Customs prior to shipment.’’ The parcel must 
not be addressed c/o the Customs at the port or airport. 

8. Relief from tax cannot be allowed under the Scheme if the goods 
are delivered to the customer in this country, or if they are sent by 
inland post addressed to the passenger, purser, steward, etc., on 
the outgoing ship or aircraft. 

9. Page 1 of the Form PX/1 will be retained by the Customs Officer 
who will give a certificate on page 3 of the form as to shipment of the 
goods, and hand it back to the railway, airline, shipping company, 
etc., for return to the trader who has made the sale. 


Relief from’ Purchase}Tax 

10. If the goods have been sold by a registered purchase tax trader 
from untaxed stock, the trader must retain the Form PX/1, after 
shipment has been certified, in discharge of his responsibility for 
tax on the goods. 

11. If the goods have been sold by a registered trader from taxed 
stock, the trader may take credit in his own purchase tax account for 
the actual amount of tax involved, retaining the Form PX/1 as a 
supporting voucher. This applies whether the trader accounted for 
tax himself on appropriating the goods to his retail stock, or whether 
he bought them from another registered trader tax-paid. It also 
applies if the goods were imported by the registered trader and he paid 
tax to the Customs at the time of importation. 

12. Unregistered traders selling goods from taxed stock must arrange 
with their registered suppliers as to the exportation. A separate 
Form PX/1 must be used in such cases for each registered supplier 
concerned. The unregistered trader may send the goods with the 
form to the railway, airline or shipping company : after shipment has 
been certified the form must be sent back to the registered supplier 
from whom the goods were obtained, who may then take credit for 
the tax in his purchase tax account and may credit the unregistered 
trader accordingly. Relief from tax cannot, however, be allowed 
under the Scheme in respect of imported goods on which an unregis- 
tered trader paid tax to the Customs at the time of importation. 


Exchange Control 

13. Exchange Control formalities must be observed for all exports to 
places outside the scheduled territories. ‘The scheduled territories 
consist of the British Commonwealth (except Canada) and Empire ; 
British mandated territories, protectorates and protected states ; 
Burma ; Iceland ; Iraq ; the Irish Republic ; and Jordau. 

14. If Form PX/1 is used to seek purchase tax relief the Customs 
will accept it for Exchange Control purposes provided that all the 
following conditions are fulfilled :-— 

(i) the price paid for the goods does not exceed £100 ; 

(ii) the customer’s passport is issued under an authority other than 

that of the Government of Great Britain and Northern Ireland ; 

(iii) payment is made in sterling notes or in an approved manner ; 

(iv) Section 5 of the Form PX/1 is properly comoleted. 

Unless all these conditions are fulfilled, a Form CD3 will be 
required (see paragraph (15) ). 

15. For all exports to destinations outside the scheduled territories 
other than in the circumstances described in paragraph (14) above, 
a Form CD3 must be completed and lodged with the Customs Officer 
as explained in paragraph (7). If payment for the goods is made in 
sterling notes or in any other manner not approved for the destination 
to which the goods are being sent, the trader must first submit the 
Form CD3 through his own banker to the Bank of England for approval. 

16. A trader who is in any doubt as to the approved manner of 
payment for goods exported to any destination should consult his 
banker. In no circumstances may foreign currency notes be accepted, 


Export Licences 

17. If the goods to be exported tax-free are subject to Export 
Licensing control, Form PX/1 will be accepted in lieu of an export 
licence :— 

(a) in the case of purchases by a visitor not normally resident in the 
United Kingdom, for any goods except fire arms and 
ammunition ; 

(b) in the case of purchases by a United Kingdom resident proceed- 
ing abroad, for any goods for which the price paid does not 
exceed £100, except firearms and ammunition, furs, fine 
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jewellery and articles of gold. 
18. The Form PX/1 cannot be used to secure exemption from 
export licence for goods subject to licensing control but not subject 
to purchase tax. 


Exports by Post or as Sea or Air Freight 


1. Form PX/1 must not be used for goods exported by post or 
as freight. 
Relief from purchase tax: registered traders 

2. Goods may be exported tax-free by post to an address abroad 
or as sea or air freight from the untaxed stocks of registered purchase 
tax traders, provided that the registered trader obtains the usual 
evidence of exportation, as specified in Customs and Excise Notice 
No. 77, Part F. 

3. A registered trader who receives an order 

(a) from a private individual resident abroad, or 

(b) from an overseas visitor, or a United Kingdom resident pro- 

ceeding abroad for at least twelve months 

for goods to be exported by post to an address abroad or as freight, 
may, if he cannot fulfil it from untaxed stock, export the goods 
from stock which has already borne tax. On obtaining the usual 
evidence of exportation he may take credit in his purchase tax account 
for the actual amount of tax involved. This applies whether the 
trader accounted for tax himself on appropriating the goods to his 
retail stock, or whether he bought them from another registered 
trader tax-paid. 


4. Where goods are exported from taxed stock under the preceding 
paragraph to the order of an overseas visitor or a United Kingdom 
resident proceeding abroad, the credit in the trader’s purchase tax 
account must be supported by a declaration as follows :—

Credit cannot be allowed for the tax on goods sent abroad from 
taxed stock, for example as gifts, to the order of persons permanently 
resident in this country. 


Unregistered traders 

5. Unregistered traders may arrange for registered traders to 
export goods by post or as freight on their behalf, but there is no 
relief from tax if unregistered traders export goods in this manner 
themselves. 


Exchange Control 

6. There are no Exchange Control formalities for goods exported 
to the scheduled territories (i.e., the British Commonwealth (except 
Canada), and Empire ; British mandated territories, protectorates 
and protected states ; Burma ; Iceland ; Iraq ; the Irish Republic ; 
and Jordan). Goods not exceeding £5 in value may also be exported 
without Exchange Control formalities by post to destinations outside 
the scheduled territories, but payment must be received in an approved 
manner. In all other cases Form CD3 must be completed. 

7. If payment for the goods is made in a manner not approved for 
the destination to which they are exported, the trader must, before 
sending the Form CD3 to the Customs, submit it through his own 
banker to the Bank of England for approval, unless :— 

(i) payment is made in sterling notes ; 

(ii) the price paid for the goods does not exceed £100 ; 

(iii) the customer’s passport is issued under an authority other than 
that of the Government of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland ; 

(iv) page 2 of the Form CD3 is endorsed at the foot as follows :—

8. The completed Form CD3 must be lodged with the Customs 
before the goods are exported. If the goods are despatched by post, 
the form (together with an Export Licence, if necessary) should be 
placed in an envelope marked “‘ CD3”’ and securely attached to the 
package. 

9. Further information is given in the Notice to Exporters obtainable 
from any bank. 


Export Licences 

10. If the goods are subject to Export Licensing control the licence 
should be lodged with the Customs together with the necessary entry, 
or, if the goods are going by post, attached to the package. 


The Purchase Tax Coupon Scheme 


The Purchase Tax Coupon Scheme is an expe rimental arrangement 
which enables overseas visitors holding United States or Canadian 
passports to buy goods for immediate delivery without payment of 
purchase tax. When exchanging dollars at a bank, such visitors may 
obtain one sheet of five coupons for each complete £15 worth of 
dollars changed, up to a maximum of 180 coupons (36 sheets) 
in any period of twelve months. For the time being, the coupons 
issued will be those printed for use under a similar scheme which 
applied only to articles of apparel. These coupons may now be used 
in the purchase of any goods liable to purchase tax, not merely apparel. 
The procedure under the Coupon Scheme is as follows :— 

1. When making a purchase under the scheme the visitor must 
produce his coupon sheet and his passport and a bill must be prepared 
in duplicate bearing a full description of the goods—see paragraph 6 
below. The trader must note on the copy bill the number and 
country of issue of the visitor’s passport and the visitor must sign the 
copy. 

2. The visitor must sign the following declaration :— 

“These goods are for the personal use of myself or my family 
and will not be disposed of to any other person in this country. 
They will be taken abroad within three months of this date, or 
used up before I leave.’’ 


The signed declaration must be attached to the copy bill and must 
remain so attached. ‘Traders may find it convenient to have a supply 
of this form of declaration typed ready for use. Alternatively, the 
declaration may be made on the copy bill, e.g., by printing or by rubber 
stamp, but care must be taken to see that it is signed by the visitor. 

3. On being satisfied that the signature on the copy bill agrees with 
that on the coupon sheet(s) and in the passport, the trader must detach 
one coupon for each £1 or part of a £1 comprised in the actual price 
charged to the customer and affix the coupon(s) firmly to the copy bill. 
He may then allow immediate delivery of the goods. 

Note.—Where the purchase is made by a married woman travelling 
on her husband’s passport, coupon sheets signed by him can be 
accepted provided the passport containing both signatures is produced. 

4. Registered purchase tax traders need not account for tax on 
such sales of goods from their untaxed stocks, provided that— 

(a) the bill and the copy are marked “ Free of Purchase Tax ”’ 
and the copy bill retained, with the coupons and the visitor’s 
declaration affixed as authority for the tax-free sale ; and 

(b) the trader furnishes with his quarterly purchase tax return 
(P.T.11) a statement, on a Form P.T.39 showing his total sales 
from untaxed stock under the scheme for the several main 
categories of goods concerned. 

5. If goods are sold from taxed stock (i.e., tax has become charge- 
able on the goods before they are sold to the visitor), whether the sale 
is by a registered or by an unregistered trader, an allowance may be 
claimed from the local Collector of Customs and Excise as follows :— 

For goods chargeable at 33} per cent., one-sixth of the tax-inclusive 
retail selling price. 

For goods chargeable at 663 per cent., one quarter of the tax-inclusive 
retail selling price. 

For goods chargeable at 100 per cent., one-third of the tax-inclusive 
retail selling price. 

The visitor should therefore be charged five-sixths, three-quarters, 
or two-thirds of the normal retail selling price, as the case may 
In such cases, the bill and the copy must show (i) the tax-inclusive 
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retail selling price, (ii) the tax allowance deducted, and (iii) the 
resulting actual price charged to the visitor. The following words 
must invariably be added to the description of the goods on the 
copy bill only :— 


“Already taxed at per cent.’”’ (the appropriate figure, 
334, 66% or 100 per cent. being stated). 


The trader may then claim refund of the allowance on a Form P.T.36, 
Claims, with the copy bills attached, should be submitted at monthly 
intervals. ‘This procedure must be invariably followed with goods 
that have already borne tax. No exception can be made on the 
ground that the allowance calculated in this way may not exactly 
equal the tax borne by the goods. 


6. Itis essential that all bills made out in connection with the Scheme 
should bear a full description of the goods. It may not be possible to 
allow claims unless it is clear from the description of the goods that they 
are properly chargeable with tax at the rate appropriate to the allow- 
ance claimed. ‘Thus apparel or haberdashery must be described as 
“non-Utility ’” if that is the case ; leather goods chargeable at the 
higher rate must be described as ‘of real leather,’’ and articles 
chargeable at a higher rate because, for example, they incorporate 
figures, or are hand-painted, or contain precious metal or precious 
material, must be clearly so described.

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BETRO Determined to Stand on 
Its Own Feet 


(CHANGES in the organization of the British Export Trade Research 
‘Organization were alluded to at the annual meeting held in London 
on July 6. The report showed a membership of 223, a decrease of 
40 compared with the previous year. Although, the report stated, this 
decrease was to be regretted, it was in part logical and expected. 
In no case, however, did a member resign as a result of dissatisfaction 
with the work done for them by the organization. 


Owing to a definite switch of emphasis in the organization to the 
dollar markets, B.E.T.R.O.’s offices in North America were further 
strengthened. Partly owing to this switch, and partly owing to 
market restrictions, the volume of research affecting their Scandinavian 
and South African offices suffered some diminution. Owing to recent 
relaxations it was hoped, however, that the situation would be 
recovered during the coming year. Senior members of the staff 
had during the year made most important research tours in various 
parts of the world, notably the Far East, the Middle East, West and 
Central Africa. In all more than twenty markets were visited. 


In November 1949 the Council appointed Mr. Roger S. Falk, 
O.B.E., as director-general of the Organization. At the same time, it 
found it necessary to authorize certain major economies in the 
headquarters establishment consequent upon the decision to curtail 
the quantity of work ancillary to proper market research that involved 
considerable expense. 


Reference was also made to the “‘ Engagement to Render Mutual 
Aid” with the Federation of British Industries. 


The accounts showed an excess of expenditure over income for the 
year of £9,555; from which may be deducted adjustments of 
Government Grants-in-aid relating to prior years of £3,699, leaving 
£5,856 to be met by a transfer from Founder Members’ Subscriptions 
Reserve. Under the arrangements existing with His Majesty’s Treasury 
the Grant-in-aid in respect of the financial year had been included in 
the accounts at a provisional amount of £30,900. Total expenditure 
was £103,783. 


The chairman, Mr. Leslie Gamage, said the year had been a 
better one so far as research work was concerned, but the improvement 
was not nearly so great as had been hoped. During the year it became 
apparent to Council that if B.E.T.R.O. was to continue its work, 
drastic reduction in expenditure was essential. 


After referring to Mr. Falk’s appointment as director-general, 
the Chairman said his appointment had given the Council an oppor- 
tunity of fulfilling the objectives they always had in mind, to work 
closely with the Federation of British Industries, to devote themselves 
to market research, and, above all, to stand on their own feet and be 
independent of Government money. The concordat with the 
F.B.1. was already starting to bear fruit. It was certain that they would 
secure more business with less expenditure. They were doing every- 
thing possible to assist in the dollar drive in conjunction with the 

B.I. Their staff in New York and Toronto were being welded into 
the general framework of a British trade commercial scheme, which 
would be available to assist British Industry in its efforts to get business 
in North America. It is their intention, from time to time, to bring 
back to this country the men they had there, who understood the 
Canadian and United States markets from the point of view of market 
research, to meet industry here and give them the benefit of their 
knowledge and experience. 


The Council of B.E.T.R.O. and its new director-general had taken 
a bold, but, in his opinion, the only possible step in declaring that 
henceforth B.E.T.R.O. should stand on its own feet, without Govern- 
ment assistance. For that generous and far-sighted assistance, they 
were indeed grateful, yet, at the same time, he believed that British 
Industry would welcome the step they had taken. 


They intended to succeed, but that success could only be achieved 
by the support of British Industry, both in membership and in work. 
He was convinced that if this country was going to succeed in main- 
taining the vast volume of exports that would be required of it, it 
must abandon the old “‘ hit and miss ’’ methods and employ the modern 
weapon of market research. If British Industry would only realize 
this, B.E.T.R.O.’s future was assured.

New Import and Export Records 
in June 


HE Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir Stafford Cripps, referred to 

the provisional United Kingdom trade figures for June in the House 
of Commons on Tuesday. Following are details :-— 

The provisional value of United Kingdom exports was £175-9 
million in June, a month of only 25 working days. Adjusted to a 
standard month of 26 working days the figure would be £182-9 million, 
slightly above the record May total ({£182-6 million). 

Imports were valued provisionally at £238-6 million and re-exports 
at {6:2 million, so the excess of imports (valued c.i.f.) over exports 
and re-exports (valued f.o.b.) was £56°6 million, making the adverse 
visible balance for the first half of this year £220-5 million, compared 
with £199-1 million in the same period in 1949 and £230-4 million 
in July-December 1949. 

The value of imports in June was the highest on record. Last year 
imports rose to a peak in June and the pattern for this year has been 
very similar although the rise in the last three months has been rather 
steeper than in the same period a year earlier. 


Re-Equipment of Dollar-Earning 
Hotels 


1 was announced by the President of the Board of Trade in the 

House of Commons on Thursday, July 6, that the Government 
recognized that the cost of hotel equipment was at present high and 
that the incidence of Purchase Tax made it an especially heavy burden 
for the hotel keeper. They were particularly anxious that this 
circumstance should not stand in the way of the provision of more and 
better accommodation for tourists from the dollar countries of North 
America, especially in the Festival year 1951. Accordingly, after 
consultation with the British Travel and Holidays Association and 
representatives of the hotel industry, the Government had decided, as 
an exceptional measure, to make a contribution for one year only 
towards the cost of equipping or re-equipping dollar earning hotels 
during the current financial year. 

Contributions would be made under two heads :— 


1. In respect of expenditure incurred during the year ending 
March 31, 1951, on well thought out and comprehensive schemes for 
the initial equipment or re-equipment of hotels which, in the opinion 
of an independent advisory committee, would be likely substantially 
to increase or improve the accommodation available and suitable for 
American and Canadian visitors. Exceptionally large schemes of 
capital equipment which could not be completed by March 31, 1951, 
might, if approved by the date, be eligible for contributions in respect 
of expenditure incurred up to a reasonable date thereafter. 


2. In respect of replacement expenditure during the year ending 


March 31, 1951. In this case the amount of the contribution would 
be related to the proportion of the hotel’s bedroom capacity actually 
occupied by American and Canadian visitors during the calendar 
year 1951. 

The details of these arrangements, for which the Board of Trade 
will be responsible, would be worked out as quickly as possible, in 
close consultation with the British Travel and Holidays Association 
and the hotel industry. 


Non-Utility Rubber Footwear Free 
from Price Control 


HERE are now ample supplies of rubber footwear and the Board 

of Trade, in consultation with the Central Price Regulation Com- 
mittee, have made an Order* which frees non-Utility rubber footwear 
from price control from July 17, 1950.

Control of Decorated Pottery for 
Home Market 


A TIGHTENING-UP of the control on the supply of decorated 

pottery because of the need to earn dollars and other foreign 
currency was announced by the Parliamentary Secretary to the Board 
of Trade at Stoke-on-Trent on Tuesday. The aim is to stop black 
market operations in decorated pottery, which has been illegally sold 
on the home market at the expense of exports to dollar markets, At 
the same time the control is also taken off a few special kinds of 
decorated pottery. 

The effect will be as follows :— 


In future the control will apply directly to all wholesalers and 
retailers, as well as to manufacturers. From October 1 next, whole- 
salers and retailers will have to be ready to produce delivery notes or 
other documents, sent at the time the goods are supplied to them, 
which will indicate the supplier and the reason for their release to the 
home market. For this purpose, as from August 1, when the Order 
comes into force, all manufacturers and wholesalers will have to send 
these notes and to keep copies. The three months’ interval is to allow 
goods now in stock to run off. Manufacturers will require a licence, 
as hitherto, and will also, after August 1, need to mark their ware with 
their name or an agreed identity symbol. 


Items which may now be supplied to the home market without 
restriction are the following :— 


All stoneware in plain coloured glazes (but not earthenware and 
china) ; all whiteware whatever its form or size ; and all teapots, 
coffee pots, jugs, teapot stands and sugar bowls in plain coloured 
glazes and certain other specified simple forms of decoration. It has 
been decided that these can be released without affecting exports. 


These changes are given effect by the Domestic and Ornamental 
Pottery (Manufacture, Marking and Supply) Order, 1950.* 


Notes.—(1) The “‘ simple forms of decoration ”’ are russet roughening 
or coloured slip bands applied in the clay state (provided the item 
is made from a natural clay body in the natural colour of the 
clay). 

(2) ‘‘ Export rejects ’’ are imperfect goods not suitable for export- 
** Frustrated exports ’’ are goods intended for export which miss 
the market. Both have to be specially licensed for sale on the 
home market.

More Paper for Football Pools 


OOTBALL POOLS will be allowed to increase the size of their 


coupons next season from 50 to 60 square inches. Small pools 
which are at present allowed to use not more than 2 cwts. of paper 
in four months without licence will be permitted to increase this 
amount to 4 cwts. 


Even with this increase, however, the amount of paper that pools 
will be able to use will be only about 6 per cent. of their pre-war 
consumption. 

The Board of Trade are giving effect to these changes by increasing 
the amount of paper to be licensed next season and by a new Order, 
the Paper (Use in Betting Schemes) Order, 1950, which comes into 
operation on July 17 (S.I. 1950 No. 1112, price 2d., by post 3d., 
from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and 
branches, or through any bookseller). 


Sulphate Turpentine Restrictions Removed 


THE Board of Trade announce that the restrictions on the sale and 
use of sulphate turpentine have now been removed. Conditions 
applying to sales of other types of turpentine for use in the manufacture 
of paints and polishes, and to retail sales, are unchanged. 
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Production Rates Maintained in May 


LTHOUGH output by the wool industry during May was 
affected by the Whitsun holiday, production in all sections was 
considerably higher than in April, a month with three fewer 
working days. The daily rates of production for the two months 
were about the same. Although some of the figures were lower 
than in May 1949, if an adjustment is made to compensate for the 
different number of working days, the daily rate for May 1950 is 
seen to be higher than in the corresponding month a year earlier.

3 per cent. Compared with a year earlier, the total delivered was down

Safes 
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Further Relaxation of Import 
Restrictions 


IN accordance with the statement made by the Chancellor of the 

Exchequer in the House of Commons on July 11, 1950, about the 
further relaxation of import restrictions, the Board of Trade announce 
in Notice to Importers No. 386 that, with effect from July 17, 1950, 
the Open General Licences referred to in the Notices to Importers 
mentioned in paragraph 4 below have been extended to Belgium, 
Luxemburg and the Belgian Congo. 


2. It should be noted that these Open General Licences relate 
to goods consigned from and originating in any of the permitted sources ; 
thus, goods consigned from one of the permitted countries and 
originating in another permitted country are covered, but not goods 
originating in any of the excepted countries even if consigned from 
one of the permitted countries. 


3. Wherever it is proposed to import from one country goods 
originating in another, the Exchange Control Authorities should be 
consulted, through the medium of the importer’s bankers, before any 
commitments are entered into. 


4. It is intended to issue in due course a consolidated list of the 
goods which may be imported under the above policy. In the mean- 
time they will be found detailed in Notices to Importers Nos. 336, 
339/40, 342, 344/5, 348, 353, 355, 360/3, 365/9, 370, 373/4, 378/9, 
380/1, 383 and 385. 

5. In Notice to Importers No. 352 and 356, the Board of Trade 
announced that they would be prepared to consider applications for 
open individual licences for the import of hardwood and furniture 
respectively which were consigned from and originated in any country 
or territory other than those excepted and listed in the notices. The 
Board of 'Trade now announce that they are prepared to delete Belgium, 
Luxemburg and the Belgian Congo from the list of excepted countries. 
Holders of such licences who desire their licences to be extended to 
include imports of hardwood and furniture from these countries should 
return the licences to Import Licensing Branch for amendment.

The total figures for all types went up by about a fifth to a 
monthly rate of 72,500,000 square yards. Nightwear, dress, house- 
hold overall, rainwear cloths and linings were all up by about a fifth or 
more, deliveries of shirtings by 16 per cent. and only in the case of 
heavy overall cloths was the increase less than 10 per cent. 

Total rates of delivery for the first quarter were nearly half as 
big again as a year earlier. Cottons and linens rose by more than

In the individual cat- 
egories all monthly rates for the quarter showed rises of over a third 
when compared with the first two months of 1949, shirtings and the 
miscellaneous group of cloths being up by more than three quarters 
and dress materials by almost two thirds.

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the first three months of 1950 was over a quarter higher than for the 
first two months of 1949, it was about a tenth lower than in the period 
September to December 1949. The corresponding figure for women’s 
and children’s handkerchiefs showed a rise of almost two-thirds 
compared with that for January and February last year and a fall of 
more than a quarter compared with the last four months of 1949. 

Monthly rates of supply of nursery squares during January to 
March 1950 were nearly a quarter higher than in the previous four 
months and over a fifth higher than during the first two months of 
last year. 

Most types of household textiles were in much better supply than 
last year. Monthly rates for sheets, pillow-cases and tea towels 
were well up on the figures for September-December and half as 
high again as for the first two months of last year; rates for some types 
of towels were lower than in the autumn, but these also were sub- 
stantially higher than a year earlier. Supplies of cotton blankets 
were lower than in the autumn and, in the case of cot blankets, than 
in January-February 1949. 

Both linoleum and felt base followed the usual seasonal movement 
during the three months March to May. Linoleum rose by 8 per 
cent., although supplies were 4 per cent. lower than a year earlier. 
Felt base rose by 5 per cent., the monthly rate being 2 per cent. 
higher than during the same period of last year. 

Additional figures of supplies during April show decreases among 
non-apparel items. Deliveries of prams and folders were nearly a 
third lower than in March and about a sixth less than a year earlier; 
those of push chairs were more than a quarter down on the previous 
month, but 7 per cent. higher than a year earlier.

WEDNESDAY JULY 5 


General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, stated 
that the Governments of the following thirty-two countries are pro- 
visionally applying the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade in 
accordance with the Geneva Protocol of Provisional Application or 
the Annecy Protocol of Terms of Accession.

THURSDAY JULY 6 
Timber from the Baltic 


Replying to questions about shipments and supplies of timber from 
Russia, Sweden and Finland, the President said that no firm prices 
were offered by Swedish or Finnish exporters in November 1949 for 
1950 shipment. ‘The price being paid to Russia was below that asked 
this year by those Swedish exporters from whom we had not yet 
bought. The first shipload from Russia was expected to arrive 
approximately in a fortnight from that day, with about 700 standards, 
all of which could be used in housing. 

The timber would be shipped from the Kara Sea, the normal ranges 
of White Sea ports, Leningrad and Baltic ports in the Russian- 
occupied Zone of Germany. Timber was not normally shipped 
either from Stockholm or from Helsinki, but in comparison with 
current rates of freight from Finnish and Swedish timber-loading 
ports, rates from the White Sea would, as usual, be higher, and those 
from the Baltic ports in Russian-occupied Germany lower. 


Utility Overalls 


Deliveries of Utility overall cloths to the home market, stated the 
President, had risen by over 20 per cent. in the last 12 months, but in 
view of the very heavy demands both for the home and overseas 
markets, the Committee which he had set up under the Chairmanship 
of the Parliamentary Secretary was giving special attention to measures 
to secure a further increasé of supply. He could not accept that the 
quality of Utility overalls was unsatisfactory. It had been necessary 
to raise the statutory maximum prices for these goods in view of the 
increase in the price of cloth resulting from the increased cost of raw 
cotton. 


Shortage of Waste Paper 


Questioned about the shortage of waste paper experienced by 
manufacturers of board and carton packings, the President said the 
shortage of waste paper was due to a decline in local authorities’ 
collections, accompanied by an increase in consumption for the 
manufacture of packaging materials. Waste paper was now being 
imported from Holland, Sweden, and to a small extent from Norway. 


Exports of Fully-fashioned Stockings 


The value of exports of women’s full length fully-fashioned cotton 
stockings in the first five months of this year, the President stated, 
was £147,000, of which £27,000 was the value of exports to the Dollar 
Area and £89,000 to the Sterling Area. Fully-fashioned stockings of 
wool were not distinguished from other types of wool stockings in the 
Trade Accounts ; exports of women’s full length wool stockings in 


January—May 1950 were £114,000, of which exports to the Dollar 
Area were £1,600 and to the Sterling Area £38,000. 

These figures did not include exports by parcel post, details of which 
were not available. 


Softwood Quota Holders’ Remuneration 


Softwood quota holders, the President said, were remunerated by 
the allowance of a discount from the statutory prices at which they 
resold. The margins were reviewed annually ; those at present 
applicable were 7 per cent. to first-hand quota holders, and 5} per 
cent. to second-hand quota holders. The rates were last adjusted in 
July 1949 and the rates applicable for the past and the coming twelve 
months were now under review. He was satisfied that the rates fixed 
had, in general, been sufficient. 


FRIDAY JULY 7 


Output of Metal from Ordnance Factories 


The Minister of Supply, Mr. George Strauss, stated that output 
of rolled strip and fillet from the Royal Ordnance Factories and the 
Royal Mint for the three months ended June 30th, 1950, was:—

Wool Textile Industry 

A questioner asked what was the present position regarding finance 
for export promotion and scientific research in connection with the 
wool textile industry. 

The President replied that hitherto, finance for export promotion 
had been provided from a fund established from a war-time statutory 
levy imposed under the Defence (Encouragement of Exports) 
Regulations, but this fund was now exhausted. Finance for scientific 
research was at present provided by voluntary contributions. It 
was necessary to put these activities on a more stable financial basis, 
and he therefore proposed shortly to seek Parliamentary approval 
for a levy or levies to be imposed on the industry, under Section 9 
of the Industrial Organization and Development Act, 1947, for the 
purposes of export promotion and scientific research. 


TUESDAY JULY 11 


Re-equipment of Hotels 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, alluding to 
the arrangements which the Government was making during the 
current financial year to assist the equipment or re-equipment of 
hotels which accommodate American and Canadian visitors, said it 
was not possible at present to estimate the cost of the arrangements 
which would clearly depend on the amount of re-equipment which 
hotel keepers decided to undertake this year. It was not the Govern- 
ment’s intention to exclude any boarding houses which might be 
able to satisfy the criterion of accommodating a sufficiently high 
proportion of American and Canadian guests. 


Imports of Comic Supplements 


Asked how many dollars had been saved as a result of the ban on 
the importation of comic supplements, Mr. Bottomley said, assuming 
that imports would have continued at the 1949 level, about 400,000. 


Exports to the Dollar Area 


Mr. Bottomley stated that recorded exports to the Dollar Area 
during January to May, 1950, expressed in terms of United States 
dollars were :—pottery (i.e. china and earthenware) $7.7 million, 
cotton yarns and manufactures $12.3 million, cars $29.5 million, 
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whisky $19.1 million, and tobacco $0.089 million. The figure for 
whisky inciuded Scotch and Irish whiskey which were not separately 
recorded in the Trade Accounts. 


B.LF. Badges 

The approximate cost of badges issued to exhibitors at the British 
Industries Fair, Mr. Bottomley stated, was 14d. each ; the price 
to exhibitors was 2s. 6d., in conformity with the charge made to 
buyers for their badges (except overseas buyers, who were admitted 
free of charge). 


Film Trade Agreement 

The President was asked what reservations were made in the under- 
taking given him by the film exhibitors under which they had agreed 
to pay £1,500,000 per annum to the film producers. 

Mr. Bottomley said he assumed that the questioner referred to a 
paragraph in the Memorandum of Agreement signed by the repre- 
sentatives of the film industry Associations. In this paragraph the 
Associations said that in their view the Agreement was not adequate 
to put the industry on a reasonably sound financial basis ; and they 
reserved their freedom to continue to bring to the notice of the public 
and Parliament their views about Entertainments Duty. 


Exports of Cotton Utility Cloth 

A questioner asked the President if he would consider raising the 
making-up ceiling price of cotton Utility 3057 to a higher figure 
than that for spun rayon Utility 1006, in order to make the export of 
the former cloth a practical possibility. 

Mr. Bottomley said if, as he assumed, the question referred to 
the maximum price for utility dresses made from utility cotton 
cloth X3057, the answer was ‘‘ No, Sir.’ It was not proposed to 
raise the maximum prices for utility dresses made from utility cotton 
cloths by reason of the relationship between prices for those cloths 
and prices for other fabrics. 


Mexican Economic Mission 

Mr. Bottomley stated that His Majesty’s Government were very 
glad to welcome to this country a Mexican Economic Mission led by 
Senor Carlos Novoa, the President of the Bank of Mexico. In addition 
to the most useful discussions which took place between members 
of the Mission and United Kingdom officials, Senor Novoa had 
conversations with the Chancellor of the Exchequer and other 
Ministers, including the President of the Board ‘of Trade. The 
difficulties facing Mexico by reason of the failure of this year’s sugar 
crop were sympathetically considered, and His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment had been able to agree a programme of imports for the next 
twelve months, amounting to a total of some £4 million, most of 
which would consist of raw cotton, if agreement could be reached 
on price and quality. If United Kingdom exports to Mexico showed 
an expansion we should be ready to consider what more could be 
done. For their part the Mexican Government had declared their 
readiness to use their good offices to facilitate the importation of 
United Kingdom goods. 


Exports of Newsprint 

His Majesty’s Government, Mr. Bottomley stated, had not entered 
into any specific commitments for the export of newsprint in 1951. 
The general practice of United Kingdom newsprint mills, who 
fixed the export prices themselves, was to quote f.o.b. for export at 
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the current controlled price for home sales, plus the cost of export 
packing. Freight charges would be additional and would naturally 
vary according to the destination. Comparison with the cost of 
imported newsprint was difficult since purchases by importers were 
made c.i.f. and the prices paid in different supplying countries were 
understood to vary considerably. 


Cotton and Rayon Fabric Specifications 

Asked what action he now proposed to take to ensure that cotton 
and rayon utility fabrics were of the required specifications, Mr. 
Bottomley said there was no reason for supposing that there was any 
appreciable sale of cotton and rayon utility fabrics not complying with 
the appropriate specifications. The Board were always prepared to 
consider complaints, and were at present investigating certain cases 
which had just been brought to their notice. If the necessary evidence 
was available in those cases, proceedings would be instituted. 


Nylon Stockings 

A questioner asked whether the President was aware that, as the 
uses of nylon yarn were increasing, the hosiery industry would benefit 
in only a small degree by the promised increased supplies ; and 
whether, in view of the disappointment of women that more nylon 
stockings would not therefore be available, he would ensure that 
larger supplies were sent to hosiery firms rather than to those who 
could make up garments from alternative materials. 

Mr. Bottomley replied that the Board were aware that several indus- 
tries were developing the use of nylon yarn ; these were often leading 
to hard currency exports and the Government regarded such develop- 
ments as important. Nevertheless, deliveries of nylon yarn to the 
hosiery industry were now 4} times their level at the beginning 
of last year. Anxious though they were to increase the supply of 
nylon stockings to the home market, they were not prepared to do so 
to the extent of losing valuable exports or of frustrating other 
promising industrial development. 


Tariff Reductions 

The President stated that multilateral negotiations for the reduction 
of tariffs would take place, under the aegis of the Contracting Parties 
to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, between a number 
of countries, including the United Kingdom and United States, at 
Torquay this autumn. In that connection and in accordance with the 
agreed procedure, the Government submitted to the United States 
Government on June 15, a list of requests for reductions in their 
tariff. 

No other representations of a more general character had been made 
recently. The questioner would no doubt recall the statement by 
the United States Government in the joint communique issued at the 
end of the Tripartite discussions in Washington last September, that 
they would reduce obstacles to the entry of goods and services from 
debtor countries and that high tariffs were clearly inconsistent with 
the position of creditor countries. 


Congo Basin Treaties 

No consultations were taking place with the Cotton Board on the 
Congo Basin Treaties, the President said, but the Cotton Board had 
drawn the attention of his Department to Lancashire’s concern in 
respect of these Treaties, particularly as regards the position of 
Japan.

The exhibition is designed to display outstanding British achieve- 
ments in heavy engineering and its associated technologies. Although 
located in Scotland, it is no less a part of the national displays than the 
South Bank or Science Exhibitions in London. Like them, it will 
have a narrative form, the exhibits being arranged round the central 
story of British contributions to the harnessing of power. 

In common with the other exhibitions sponsored by the Festival 
Office, this will not be a trade fair; the best of Britain’s heavy engineer- 
ing products will be shown, but they will be displayed as appropriate 
to the story. No space will be rented by private firms or made 
available to any engineering organization as such. 


Welsh Industries Fair 


The Annual Welsh Industries Fair for 1951 is to be held in Cardiff 
from July 4 to 15. This was decided at a meeting of the National 
Industrial Development Council of Wales and Monmouthshire, when 
plans for the 1951 Festival Fair were discussed. The Fair has been 
officially recognized by the Welsh Committee of the Festival of Britain 


as an integral part of the celebrations, and the dates in July were 
selected as they fit in better with the general arrangements than the 
more usual autumn period. 

It was reported that the large new Pavilion in Sophia Gardens 
would be ready in time for the Fair, and that further sufficient addi- 
tional temporary accommodation would be erected to ensure stand 
space for all Welsh manufacturers who desired to exhibit. Indications 
even at this early stage, suggest that the Fair will be the largest event 
of its kind ever held in Wales, and a considerable number of enquiries 
for space was mentioned as having already been received. The 
Council’s Chairman, Alderman George Williams, C.B.E., J.P., said 
that the Fair would be open to all Welsh manufacturers, trade associa- 
tions, government departments, etc., and would present the picture 
of Industrial Wales of to-day with a record of the achievements and 
progress made in all fields of national life and endeavour.

New Arrangements for Recording Steel 
Distribution 
THE sixth line of the notice about the new arrangements for record- 
ing steel distribution published in the Board of Trade Journal on 


June 10, page 1203, should have read “‘ small purchases not exceeding 
£5 per month .. .” 
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Marking of Pre-Packed Food 


A NEW Order under which pre-packed food must show the amount 
of its contents marked on the wrapper has been made by the Board 
of Trade to come into operation on November 1, 1950. 

This Order, the Pre-packed Food (Weights and Measures; Marking) 
Order, 1950 (S.I. 1950 No. 1125*) takes over the weight and measure 
provisions of the Ministry of Food’s original Labelling of Food Order, 
1946. The Ministry of Food have accordingly amended their 
Labelling of Food Order (as already announced) to omit these weight 
and measure provisions. 

While the Board of Trade’s new Order closely follows the Ministry 
of Food’s original Order, it contains several modifications, The 
principal ones are as follows :— 

Some specified articles of food (including saccharin tablets, 
cereal breakfast food biscuits and nutmegs) are now to be described 
by number. 

If Metric weights and measures are used the Imperial equivalent 
must also be shown on the label. 

The maximum amount of food exempted because of the smallness 
of the package making labelling impracticable has been increased 
from half an ounce or half a fluid ounce to one ounce or one fluid 
ounce, 

Bath chaps, fish not packed in cans or glass containers, honey in 
comb, micro-biological preparations for addition to food, single 
toffee apples, uncooked beef or pork sausages, and whole cooked 
beetroots, have been added to the list of exempted articles. 

The Order contains a code setting out the precise requirements for 
the proper marking of pre-packed articles of food. 

Packers, wholesalers and retailers affected by the Order may obtain 
advice on the method of marking any pre-packed article of food on 
application to the Controller, Standards Department, Board of Trade, 
26 Chapter Street, S.W.1.

Derationing of Soap 

THE Minister of Food announced in the House of Commons on 
Monday that, as a result of the recent improvement in supplies of the 
necessary raw materials, soap will be completely derationed on 
September 10. The Minister explained that this improvement was 
so substantial and, on the most careful estimate, certain to continue, 
that he had found it possible to proceed at once with complete de- 
rationing instead of taking the interim step of increasing the ration. 

Up to September 10 the soap ration for domestic and non-domestic 
consumers will remain unchanged, and rationing requirements, 
including the surrender of coupons for all purchases of soap, must be 
strictly observed. This is in the interests of the public and the trade 
because manufacturers must be given time in which to produce more 
soap, including soap powders, and so to build up enough stocks in the 
hands of distributors to meet the probable demand when rationing 
ends. 

Up to September 10, the soap rationing scheme will also continue 
to operate in full for traders, and order forms and buying permits 
relating to supplies for the 8-week period beginning on August 13 
should continue to be passed to suppliers in the normal way. Detailed 
information will be sent to all traders as soon as possible.

Export licensing and currency 
control requirements are the same as for parcels sent by surface routes.

BRITISH STANDARDS 


Industrial Capacitors for connection to power frequency 
systems 
British Standard (B.S. 1650, Pt. 1:1950) for Industrial Capacitors 
for Connection to Power Frequency systems, Part I, supersedes 
B.S. 1082, Fixed Capacitors, in so far as that standard relates to 


industrial capacitors for power systems. Part I covers all impregnated 
paper dielectric fixed capacitors normally rated in kVAr, for connection 
to power frequency systems, and relates to continuously-rated 
capacitors for power factor correction. 

Part II, which is in preparation, will deal with intermittently-rated 
capacitors, e.g., for motor starting. 

Capacitors such as those used for the power factor correction of 
individual or small groups of discharge lamps having a rating not in 
excess of 1 kVAr are excluded from the scope of this standard. 

It prescribes permissible overloads, general construction details, 
and free tests and the appendices include methods for the determina- 
tion of kVAr rating connection of capacitor, and effect of harmonics.

Twist Drills and Combined Drill and Countersink (centre 
drills) 

Twist and straight flute drills (B.S. 398) was first published in 1928, 
and B.S. 985—Combined Drills and Countersink—was published in 
1941. Both subjects are now combined in the revised edition— 
B.S. 328:1950, Twist Drills and Combined Drill and Countersink 
(centre drills). 'The section dealing with twist drills has been amended 


and extended, special attention having been given to the nomenclature 
and definitions of drill parts, as a need for this has long been apparent. 
The testing requirements have been brought up to date and the 
penetration capabilities of the drills modernized and extended. 

An important function of standardization is that of reducing the 
multiplicity of types and in this connection an important innovation 
in the specification is the emphasis of “ preferred sizes"’ and the 
quotation of alternatives in the tables covering the drill gauge and 
letter sizes of twist drills. 

The section dealing with combined drills and countersinks (centre 
drills) has been presented in a manner similar to that of twist drills, 
and a complete range of definitions has been included together with 
tables giving manufacturing limits of tolerances. This section covers 
the provisions of B.S. 985:19+1—-Combined drills and countersinks, 
which is accordingly superseded. 

The dimensions of self-drive holding tapers are mentioned in an 
Appendix and are quoted from a British Standard which is in course 
of preparation. Price 6s. post free. 


Simple Bend Test 

The material contained in the British Standard Simple Bend Test 
(B.S. 1639:1950) was originally intended for the use of committees 
of the Institution as guidance in preparing specification requirements 
for a simple bend test, but as there were indications that a wider 
dissemination would be appreciated, it was decided to publish it in 
the general series of British Standards as ‘‘ Notes on the Simple Bend 
Test.”’ 

Although the simple bend test is widely used to give a ready 
qualitative assessment of the ductility of a metal, it is not generally 
appreciated that certain features of the test, probably because of its 
simplicity, have to be given due consideration when the precise form 
of the test is being decided, or when the value of the test is being 
assessed. It is hoped that these notes will be of assistance in this 
respect. 

The publication is complementary to the bend test clauses of 
B.S. 485—‘‘ Tests on thin metal sheet and strip (not exceeding 
0-128 in. (10 S.W.G.) in thickness)’’—but it is recommended that the 
provisions of that standard should be followed when testing thin 
metal sheet and strip. It does not, however, refer to composite or 
welded metals. Price 2s. post free. 


British Standard for pH Scale 

The British Standard for pH Scale (B.S. 1647:1950) has been pre- 
pared as the result of a suggestion by the Royal Society that a standard 
PH scale was eminently desirable and that it should be such as to meet 
international agreement including, if possible, agreement with the 
scale already proposed in the United States, 

Originally, pH was intended to denote—log 10 Cu, where Cu is 
the hydrogen ion concentration. It is now realized that, if thus 
defined, pH is not measurable, and accordingly an operational and, 
to some extent, arbitrary definition has been adopted (see the com- 
prehensive review by Bates in Chem. Rev. 1948, 42, 1). 

The object of the standard is to ensure that, when different workers 
refer to a stated measured value of pH, they mean the same thing 
within + 0-005. The standard makes it quite clear that this degree 
of accuracy is only attainable with aqueous solutions at temperatures 
between 0°C. and 60°C., and that oxidizing agents or other highly 
reactive materials tend to reduce this accuracy. 

The method of measurement is given, the primary standard being 
a one-twentieth molar solution of pure potassium hydrogen phthalate, 
of which the pH is defined as having a value 4 exactly at 15°C. A list 
of six secondary standards is also included for the use and calibration 
of the glass electrode. The pH values adopted for the primary and 
secondary standards are those which have recently been determined 
by workers in the United States, using the same technique as specified 
in this British Standard, and which are reliably known to an accuracy 
of + 0-005 (MacInnes, Belcher and Shedlovsky, J. Am. Chem. Soc. 
(1938), 60, 1094 ; Hitchcock and Taylor, ibid (1938), 60, 2710). It 
is very desirable that this list of secondary standards should be 
extended, but additions are not possible until measurements are made 
with the hydrogen electrode, comparing the pH of solutions of these 
additional substances with the pH of the primary standard in accord- 
ance with this British Standard. Price 2s. post free.

Britain’s Exports to Denmark This Year May Exceed 
£60 Million 


The article below was written for the Board of Trade Journal by the Counsellor (Commercial) in Copenhagen. The 
Commercial Relations and Exports Department of the Board of Trade, I.C. House, Millbank, London, S.W.1, will be 
pleased to answer any enquiries arising out of the article. 


HE development of Danish foreign trade during 1949 was 

considerably more favourable to Denmark than had been antici- 

pated. Exports, particularly agricultural exports, aided by a 
bumper harvest, greatly exceeded estimates, while imports were more 
or less as expected. Furthermore, the terms of trade during the 
greater part of the year were exceptionally favourable to Denmark. 
The devaluation of the £ sterling in September 1949, which was 
followed by the devaluation of the Danish krone to the same extent, 
profoundly affected, however, the previously satisfactory trend in 
Danish trading relations and gave rise to problems which will cast 
their shadow on the Danish economy for some time to come. Never- 
theless, Danish/British trade in 1950 is likely to reach an even higher 
level than last year. 

In 1949 United Kingdom exports to Denmark totalled £49,393,724, 
while Danish exports to the United Kingdom amounted to £77,716,388. 
Outside the Commonwealth, this small country of 4 million inhabi- 
tants was last year the fourth largest market in the world for United 
Kingdom goods. Only the United States, £57 million ; Holland, 
£52 million ; and the Argentine, £51 million, were larger markets 
than Denmark. It is hoped that United Kingdom exports to Denmark 
in 1950 will amount to more than £60 million (excluding oil). 

This estimate was arrived at in the course of trade negotiations 
which were carried on between the United Kingdom and Denmark in 
January and February this year. Trade between the two countries, 
however, is no rigid affair and the volume and value of trade exchanges 
may well exceed the estimates. 


Market for U.K Goods 


As the economies of the United Kingdom and Denmark are to a 
certain extent complementary, it is natural that United Kingdom 
exports to Denmark cover a very wide range of goods from iron and 
steel and iron and steel manufactures to perfumery... It is not possible 
to give United Kingdom exporters definite indications of the potential 
market for individual commodities except in a very few cases. For 
instance, the Danish authorities will be issuing import licences to the 
value of over £4,000,000 for piece-goods from the United Kingdom 
during 1950; £750,000 will be issued for ready-made clothing, 
£1,000,000 for private cars, and £850,000 for commercial vehicles. 
Smaller sums have been allotted for a wide range of consumer goods, 
such as carpets, earthenware, hardware, and sports goods. 

Since the last report on Denmark in this series was published in 
the Board of Trade Fournal (June 25, 1949) a large measure of 
liberalization of trade has been introduced by the Danish Government. 
A statement about the goods which can now be imported freely into 
Denmark from the United Kingdom was published in the Board of 
Trade Journal of March 18, 1950. The majority of the goods on the 
free list are raw materials, but there are, nevertheless, many items of 
interest to United Kingdom manufacturers exporting to this market. 

The following are some manufactured goods which can be imported 
freely into Denmark :— 

Buttons. 

Cotton, woollen and artificial textile yarns. 
Sewing yarns. 

Needles. 

Motor car tyres. 

Lace and narrow fabrics. 

Workshop tools. 

Hand tools, other than agricultural and horticultural hand tools. 
Certain bicycle parts. 

Medical, surgical and dental instruments. 
Spectacle frames. 

Agricultural machinery and tractors. 


Whether or not the free list will be extended to cover more manu- 
factured goods is a question for the Danish government to decide. 


Until official announcements are made United Kingdom exporters 
would be well advised not to act on unconfirmed rumours they may 
hear from their connections in Denmark. 


Keener Competition 


Keener competition must be expected on the Danish market during 
the coming year, particularly in consumer goods. Sweden and France 
are making great efforts to secure a firm hold on the Danish market 
and are meeting with some success. "Trade between Denmark and 
Germany is also expanding. Germany has opened her market for 
Danish goods and Denmark has given Western Germany provisionally 
the same facilities as other Organization for European Economic 
Co-operation countries in so far as the free list is concerned. Already 
in the first quarter of 1950 Danish imports from Germany were 
double the value of the corresponding imports in the first quarter of 
1949. All this, however, is normal trade and is competition which 
has to be met by giving value for money. There is little or no shortage 
of consumer goods in Denmark now. It is more than ever necessary 
to study the demands of the market and to make prompt deliveries. 
Many Danish business men complain that it is still difficult to get 
quick deliveries from United Kingdom firms, and also that letters 
are not being answered promptly. 

It must be admitted that for goods still subject to import licensing 
restrictions in Denmark it is annoying for a United Kingdom exporter 
to receive contradictory instructions regarding the shipment of an 
order, perhaps placed months beforehand, because the buyer has not 
received a licence for the amount he expected or because there has 
been unexpected delay in receiving the licence. This kind of thing 
does, however, occur, and will continue to do so as long as the import 
restrictions remain in force. Consequently exporters are urged to 
satisfy themselves that their Danish customers hold appropriate 
import licences before shipping goods to Denmark, or manufacturing 
goods specially for this market. Some exporters may also receive 
reports of a good market for their goods in Denmark which cannot be 
satisfied because the Danish trade lacks the necessary licences to 
import the goods. While the Danish government in difficult 
circumstances have made efforts to provide for the maintenance of 
traditional Danish/British trade, the Danish foreign currency position 
does not at the present time permit the free importation into Denmark 
of goods regarded by the authorities as non-essential. 

Because of the keen competition now prevailing on the Danish 
market and the easy access of that market there is very little scope in 
Denmark for the activities of United Kingdom merchant houses. 
The normal method of business is for the United Kingdom manufac- 
turer to do business direct with the Danish buyer through the medium 
of a Danish commission agent. By this means costs are cut to a 
minimum. The Commercial Secretariat of the British Embassy, 
Copenhagen, is willing at all times to assist United Kingdom manu- 
facturers in finding suitable representatives in Denmark. 


German Plant as Reparation 


HE Inter-Allied Reparation Agency has now completed allocation 

of such capital industrial plants as have been notified from time to 
time in the Board of Trade Journal as available as reparation from 
Germany. 

Nevertheless, there still remains a small amount of miscellaneous 
equipment to be allocated amongst Member Governments but, since 
this equipment is of a very general nature and of low industrial value 
it is not proposed to insert any announcement regarding it in the Board 
of Trade Journal. Where necessary, however, the responsible 
Production Authority will notifyt ,hrough their own channels, anybody 
they consider might be interested in this equipment as it becomes 
available. 
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External Seaborne Trade of India in Nine-Months 
Ending December 31, 1949 


HE statistics of external seaborne trade summarized in the 

following tables relate to the Indian Union, subject to the minor 
qualifi ‘ations that figures for the seaborne trade of Kutch are included 
with effect only from June 1, 1948, and for the seaborne trade of 
Travancore, Saurashtra and Baroda only from April 1, 1949, have 
been forwarded by the United Kingdom Senior Trade Commis- 
sioner in New Delhi. They include the seaborne trade of India with 
Pakistan and the figures include Government stores throughout. 

Figures for food grains imports are not published in full in Indian 
official returns. The reason for this is that certain shipments are 
specially cleared at ports and are not recorded in customs returns. 
The overall value of food grains imports has, however, been separately 
ascertained in respect of both periods under review and is included 
in the tables. Tables I and III, therefore, take account for both 
periods of all food grains imports. It has not been possible to obtain 
full figures of food grains imports according to individual countries 
of origin for either period and such imports are, therefore, only 
artly accounted for in table V. 

For the purposes of conversion, a rate of exchange of Rs. 1 = 1s. 6d. 
as been taken and the conversions are accordingly only approximate. 
n table I figures are given correct to the nearest crore (£750,000). 
n the remaining tables they are given correct to the nearest ten lakhs

) Although the rate of imports for the period under review was 

per cent. higher than in the corresponding period of 1948, the 
@hange from a liberal import licensing policy to a policy of severe 
festriction initiated in May 1949 had begun to take effect and com- 
parison with the rate of imports during the six months ending 
September 30, 1949, indicates that the rising trend was checked 
during the period under review. Exports were 5 per cent. higher 
in the period under review than in the corresponding period of 
1948. This upward trend is also of recent origin. In the result, 
the adverse balance which was Rs. 154 crores (£116 million) at 
September 30, 1949, has now been reduced to Rs. 131 crores 
(£98 million). 


Exports and Imports 


Exports, excluding re-exports, amounted to Rs. 324 crores 
£243 million) as compared with Rs. 313 crores (£235 million) in 


the corresponding period of 1948. Food, drink and tobacco accounted 
for Rs. 86-4 crores (£64-8 million) as compared with Rs. 59-3 crores 
(£44-:5 million) in 1948; raw materials and produce and articles 
mainly unmanufactured for Rs. 69-4 crores ({£52°5 million) as com- 
pared with Rs. 73-9 crores (£55-4 million) in 1948, and articles 
wholly and mainly manufactured for Rs. 166-1 crores (£124-6 million) 
as against Rs. 179-0 crores (£134 million) in 1948.

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The decline in the case of jute yarns and manufactures reflects 
the production difficulties of the mills due particularly to stoppage 
during this period of raw jute supplies from Pakistan. The decline 
in the case of oils is due to a combination of high prices and internal 
shortages, and, in the case of raw jute and raw cotton to internal 
stoppages arising from failure of supplies from Pakistan. Cotton 
yarns and manufactures show a welcome increase due in some 
measure to the effects of devaluation. Increases in the case of 
spices and metallic ores show that the improvement, which was 
first particularly noticed at June 30, 1949, and was again noticed 
at September 30, 1949, has been maintained. 

Imports (including imports of food grains on Government 
account) amounted to Rs. 466 crores (£350 million) as against 
Rs. 395 crores (£296 million) in the same period of 1948. Food 
drink and tobacco accounted for Rs. 104-7 crores (£78-5 million) 
compared with Rs. 104°8 crores (£78:6 million) in 1948. Raw 
materials and produce and articles mainly unmanufactured for 
Rs. 115-9 crores (£86-9 million) as against Rs. 84 crores (£63-25 
million) in the same period of 1948 and articles wholly and mainly 
manufactured for Rs. 241-8 crores (£181-35 million) as against 
Rs. 202-8 crores (£153-75 million) in the same period of 1948.

Imports heave risen in nearly every case (but see paragraph following 
Table I). Imports of grains, pulse and flour have declined by 1 per 
cent. as compared with the corresponding period of 1948 and now 
form 19 per cent. of the total. Machinery accounts for 17 per cent. 
of the total, raw cotton and waste for 11 per cent., textile yarns and 
manufactures for 8 per cent., and oils (of which the greater part 
consists of kerosene, fuel oil, lubricating oil and petroleum) for 
10 per cent. The increase in all the above items amounted to 
31 per cent. . 





Destination of Exports 


Of total exports (excluding re-exports) amounting to Rs. 323-4 
crores ({242°5 million) British countries took 55 per cent. amounting 
to Rs. 177-6 crores (£133-2 million) as compared with about 50 per 
cent. amounting to Rs. 159-2 crores (£119 million) in the corres- 
ponding period of 1948.

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The foregoing countries took 82-5 per cent. of all India’s exports 
during the period 

Changes in the volume of trade with United States, Burma, 
Canada, Egypt and Cuba are insignificant. 

Exports to Japan during the corresponding period of 1948 were, 
not unnaturally, small but, in spite of the re-entry of Japan into 
world trade, they have, during the period under review, actually 
declined. ‘They are expected, however, to show a marked recovery 
by the middle of 1950. Exports to Western Germany have, on the 
other hand, shown a considerable improvement. 

There has been, as a result of a virtual breach of trading relations 
following devaluation, a decline of exports to Pakistan. Exports 
have also declined to South American countries in the period con- 
cerned as compared with the same period of 1948. The United 
Kingdom and United States still remain India’s leading customers. 


Sources of Imports 


As regards imports, Rs. 6:3 crores ({£4-7 million) worth of food 
grains imported during the nine months ending December 31, 1949, 
and Rs. 56 crores (£42 million) worth imported in the corresponding 
period of 1948 are excluded from this portion of the review since full 
details of the countries of origin are unknown. 

Of imports amounting to Rs. 459-9 crores (£345 million), Common- 
wealth countries supplied Rs. 206-3 crores (£154°7 million) or 45 per 
cent., as against 47 per cent. in the same period of 1948. The most

The increase in the rate of imports from the United Kingdom 
reflects heavy ordering during the period of liberal import licensing 
referred to above, but the rate of increase has declined, as it has done 
for imports generally, during the period under review as cqmpared with 
the six months period ending September 30, 1949. In the case of 
Egypt, the increase in imports is almost entirely due to raw cotton 
purchases; in the case of Thailand, to rice purchases and in the case of 
the U.S.S.R. to wheat purchases. There has also been a great increase 
during the period under review jn wheat purchases from South 
America (Argentina) and Canada, which does not, however, account 
for all of the increase in imports from those sources. The con- 
siderable increase in the case of Japan indicates the re-entry of Japan 
into the Indian market. Iran, Malaya, Hong Kong, Iraq and the 
Persian Gulf countries continue as increasingly important sources 
of supply for India.

An Act (H.R. 5332), which recently became law, amends the Foreign 
Trade Zones Act of June 18, 1934, to permit exhibition and manufac- 
ture of goods within the Foreign Trade Zones. By the provisions of 
the amending Act, United States importers will be allowed to set up 
displays of imported or domestic goods in Foreign Trade Zones and 
to manufacture articles with the use of imported (or imported and 
domestic) commodities, with certain exceptions.

Netherlands—Norway Trade 
Agreement 


H's MAJESTY’S Embassy at The Hague reports that the 

Netherlands—Norway Trade Agreement, which also covers trade 
with the Republic of the United States of Indonesia, has been renewed 
for the year 1950. 

Norwegian exports to the Netherlands include fish, fish oils, 
Vitamin A products, timber and miscellaneous iron and steel products. 

Dutch exports to Norway include vegetable produce, essences and 
synthetic perfumes, miscellaneous non-electric machinery and parts, 
miscellaneous electro-technical and radio products, woollen, cotton, 
rayon and linen piece-goods, and ready-made clothing. 

‘Among the Norwegian exports to Indonesia are fish hooks, medicinal 
cod-liver oil, cellulose for the paper industry and paper.

Commercial Agreement between 


Peru and Ecuador 


H's MAJESTY’S Ambassador in Quito reports that a Commercial 

Convention and Frontier Traffic Agreement was signed ad 
referendum on May 31, 1950, by representatives of the Ecuadorean 
and Peruvian Governments. 

The Convention establishes Most-Favoured-Nation treatment in 
regard to taxation, fiscal charges, and the administrative procedure 
applied to the importation, exportation, circulation, transport and 
distribution of merchandise and produce. Special privileges accorded 
to limitrophe countries, or under Customs Unions, are not, however, 
included in the M.F.N. treatment dealt with in the Convention. 

Peru accords customs tariff concessions on products including rice, 
coffee, cocoa and balsa wood imported from Ecuador who, in turn, 
grants reduced duties on Peruvian aviation spirit, coal, cement, 
paper products, lead and other products. 

As a compliment to the Convention a frontier and commerical 
traffic agreement has been concluded which aims at the elimination of 
smuggling between the Province of Loja and the Peruvian Department 
of Piura. 

The Convention and Agreement are renewable annually and subject 
to denunciation at 90 days’ notice. 
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Exports to Northern Korea 
Prohibited 


NDER an Order* made by the Board of Trade on July 6, with 

immediate effect, the export of any goods to any port or destination 
in North Korea is prohibited and all existing export licences relating 
to that area revoked.

Trade Agreement between 
Denmark and Portugal 


A. TRADE Agreement between Denmark and Portugal was signed 
in Lisbon on June 2, 1950. The agreement came into force on 
the day of signature with retroactive effect from April 1, 1950, and is 
to remain in force for an indefinite period. 

Danish exports to Portugal will include potatoes, vegetable seeds, 
rennet, electric motors, machinery, cables and insulated wires (of 
types not manufactured in Portugal) and cement. 

Portuguese exports to Denmark will include wines, cork, woollen 
and cotton piece-goods, tomato puree and sardines. 

The text of the Agreement has not been published. 


United Kingdom Trade and Payments 
Agreement with Paraguay 


FURTHER to the notice in the Board of Trade Journal of April 4, 

1950 (page 742), about the Trade and Payments Agreement signed 
between the United Kingdom and Paraguay on April 3, 1950, His 
Majesty’s Minister at Asuncion reports, by telegraph, that ratifica- 
tions were exchanged in Asuncion on June 30. 


Financial Talks with Pakistan 


RELIMINARY discussions on the further renewal of the Financial 

Agreement between Pakistan and the United Kingdom have begun 
in London between officials of the two Governments. The last series 
of talks took place in the summer of 1949 and extended the agreement 
until June 30, 1950. 

The official discussions will be followed next week by conversations 
between the Chancellor of the Exchequer and Mr. Ghulam 
Mohammed, the Finance Minister of Pakistan. 


Anglo-Finnish Sterling Payments 


N Anglo-Finnish sterling payments agreement was signed on 


July 7 to replace the one which was about to expire. Financial 
relations with Finland remain substantially unchanged. 


(The Agreement will be published as a White Paper in due course.) 


Jordan Re-enters the Sterling Area 


THE Jordan Government began to issue its own currency, the Jordan 
dinar, on July 1 and, by arrangement with His Majesty’s Government, 
re-entered the sterling area on that date. 

It will be recalled that, since Jordan used Palestine currency, it 
became technically impossible for her to remain in the area when 
Palestine left it in February 1948. The Jordan Government at that 
time informed His Majesty’s Government that they intended to 
embark on such currency and control arrangements as would enable 
her return to the sterling area, and these have now been completed.

If the goods are not taken by the purchaser personally out of Spain, 
although an export licence will still not be required, the goods must 
be accompanied by a commercial invoice in duplicate showing full 
particulars of the purchases, the purchaser’s passport number, and 
entry visa details. 

Normal import and customs regulations on entry of those goods 
into this country will, of course, continue to apply. 


Special Exchange Rates for Exports 


THE Spanish Government have announced a new special exchange 
rate of 67-452 pesetas to the £ sterling for exports of apricot pulp, 
as from June 29; 1950.

ROCLAMATION No. 8 of 1950, published in the Trinidad 

Royal Gazette Supplement of April 27, 1950, prohibits the importa- 
tion after July 31, 1950, of ale, stout and porter for use within Trinidad 
and Tobago except in containers of the following capacities, namely, 
Imperial quart, Imperial pint or Imperial half-pint respectively, and 
of beer for use within the Colony except in containers of Imperial 
half-pint capacity: Provided that the contents of such containers 
shall not in any case be less than such quantities respectively and shall 
not exceed each such quantity by more than 5 per cent.: Provided 
further that beer may be imported in containers of not less than 
5 Imperial gallons each for the purpose of sale on draught only, or, 
subject to such conditions as the Comptroller of Customs and Excise 
shall direct, for the purpose of repacking into containers of Imperial 
measure as aforesaid for sale by retail. 
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Indian Import Licensing Regulations for Non-Ferrous Metals 


HE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 

forwarded a copy of Public Notice No. 34/I.T.C./P.N./50, 

issued by the Indian Ministry of Commerce on June 14, 1950, 
which gives the principles governing the issue of licences for the 
import of non-ferrous metals for the period July-December 1950, 
and the disposal of pending applications for period January—June 1950. 
The main effects of these regulations as far as they apply to the United 
Kingdom are as follows :— 

Import licences will be issued on a provisional basis in the first 
instance. On the basis of these provisional licences, orders can be 
placed and letters of credit opened, but clearance of goods from the 
Customs will not be allowed unless the provisional licence has been 
confirmed by the C.C.I. to whom the importer must produce, along 
with the licence, copies of orders placed and the original acceptance 
of the orders by the suppliers. 

Licences will be valid for shipment within a period of 6 months 
from date of issue and it should be particularly noted that no revalida- 
tion of the period of validity will be allowed. 

No last date is prescribed for the receipt of applications for licences 
for non-ferrous metals. Applications received at any time up to the 
announcement of the licensing policy for these goods for the next 
licensing period will be taken into consideration. ‘Thereafter 
applications will be considered in the light of the new policy then 
announced. 

Applications for licences at present pending for the January-June 
1950 period will be considered on the principles laid down in this 
notice and not as previously laid down. 

In the following schedule where it is stated that licences will be 
issued freely applications will be entertained from all classes of 
applicants, established importers, actual users, and newcomers, but 
for newcomers licences, though granted freely, will not exceed 
Rs. 99,999 in value.

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Indian Import Duties Amendments 
Under Annecy Agreement 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 
forwarded a copy of the Gazette of India, Extraordinary of May 20, 

1950, containing Customs Notification S.R.O. 62 issued by the 

Ministry of Finance (Revenue Division), Government of India. 


This notification gives effect, as from May 20, 1950, to the reduced 
rates of import duty on the following items granted by India at 
Annecy in October 1949 in negotiations connected with the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. The new duties, which are not 
subject to the surcharge imposed under the Indian Finance Act, 1950, 
are shown in column 3 of the Schedule. Column 4 gives the rates 
of duty in operation prior to May 20, including surcharge, if any. 


The Schedule shows only the changes resulting from the Agreement 
and does not reproduce items where the effect is merely to bind the 
existing position.

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DIFFICULT TRADING CONDITIONS

Tue Turty-First ANNUAL GENERAL MeetinGc of Wicorns, TraPe AND 
Co. (1919), Lrp., was held on July 6 at Winchester House, Old Broad Street, 
London, E.C., Mr. L. W. Farrow, C.B.E. (Chairman of the company) 
presiding. 

The Secretary (Mr. W. Barnes) read the notice convening the meeting 
and the report of the auditors. 

The following is the statement by the Chairman which had been circu- 
lated with the report and accounts for the year ended December 31, 1949, 
and was taken as read :— 

Trading conditions during the year 1949 proved to be the most difficult 
since the beginning of the late war. These unsatisfactory_ conditions 
applied to the higher grade papers throughout the industry and there were 
a number of factors which caused them. I referred to some of them in 
my statement submitted to the last annual general meeting. The more 
important were :— 

(a) The licensing system which controlled the distribution of paper was, 
with few exceptions, discontinued; 

(b) The price of the principal raw material used by the paper trade— 
namely, wood pulp, continued to fall throughout the year; and 

(c) Three successive reductions were made in the maximum prices of 
paper controlied by the Board of Trade. 


Paper STOCKS 

Prior to the cessation of licensing, stocks of paper had been built up by 
consumers and merchants and with the cessation of licensing and the price 
reductions, stockists naturally took the opportunity of working down their 
stocks. This process resulted, of course, in a much reduced demand for 
fresh supplies of paper. Your Board, however, kept your company’s mills 
running full time until the month of July, when, owing to an accumulation 
of stocks, certain of the mills had to be put on short time. In addition, 
the St. Neots, Basted and Annandale mills were closed. The St. Neots mill 
had been closed formerly in the year 1931, but was reopened in the year 
1940 when we were compelled to close our Dover mill owing to the 
bombardment of that town. The Annaridale mill was scheduled to be 
closed just before the outbreak of war, but with the much increased demand 
for paper during the war period, the decision to close the mill was post- 
poned. During the last two years, the Basted mill was largely engaged in 
the manufacture of abnormal orders for speciality papers for foreign 
countries, and with no fresh orders forthcoming, it was decided also to 
close that mill. The latter two mills are the smallest in the group. 

I referred last year to the difficulties in the export markets due to import 
restrictions. During the year 1949, these import restrictions were intensi- 
fied and several of our traditional and important markets were entirely 
closed to us, although we held very large orders from our customers in 
those markets. 

Our merchanting business, both at home and abroad, also suffered from 
the unsatisfactory trade conditions to which I have referred. 

Towards the end of the year, with stocks reduced, conditions became 
more satisfactory and by the end of the year all our mills, with the exception 
of those that had been closed were running full time. 


DEMAND FOR SPECIALISED PAPERS 

The demand for our specialised papers such as photographic base, 
greaseproof paper, machine accounting card, etc., was not, I am glad to 
say, affected by the conditions referred to above, but the Board of Trade 
controlled maximum prices for these papers at an unremunerative level. 

In my last statement, I referred to the refusal by the Board of Trade to 
take into account, when fixing miaximum prices, the increase in wages 
negotiated with the unions in the year 1948. I regret to say that the Board 
of Trade have not yet been persuaded to reverse their decision. 

Owing to an increase in the production of our lower-grade papers, the 
output of our mills in 1949, notwithstanding the reduction in the production 
of high-grade papers, showed and increase of 2 per cent. on the peak year 
of 1948, but the sales of our own productions were lower by 1 per cent. In 
addition, there was a substantial reduction in the turnover of our merchanted 


apers. 
I usually refer to our subsidiary, Pirie Appleton and Co., Ltd., and was 


able to report last year a record turnover. The envelope and manufactured 
stationery trade during 1949 throughout the country unfortunately followed 
the same trend as that which was experienced generally in the paper trade 
and the turnover of our subsidiary company showed a substantial reduction 
compared with the two previous record years. Production commenced at 
the two new Pirie Appleton factories in the Union of South Africa towards 
the end of last year and your Board consider that these units will, in due 
course, prove of value to Pirie Appleton and Co., Ltd. I am glad to report 
that the principal subsidiary company of that company—namely, A. 
Armstrong and Co., Ltd., of Dublin—had a successful year’s trading. 


Procress or New Projects 

I will now deal with the progress of the three new projects :-— 

(1) The alterations to the buildings at our Chartham mill and the 
installation of new plant and machinery specially designed for making 
natural tracing paper, were completed during the year and the machine 
was started up in the month of September. Manufacture of natural 
tracing paper is entirely new to our group and, in fact, to this country. 
While obtaining experience of and making adjustments to the machine, 
lower grade papers had to be manufactured. In order to supply our cus- 
tomers’ needs following the dismantling of the old machine, the tracing 
paper we had been supplying for some years had to be manufactured at 
other of our mills. All this proved a costly matter, with the result that a 
loss of £67,032 was incurred. ‘The loss, being of an exceptional nature, 
has been provided for by a transfer from contingencies reserve. I am glad 
to say that we have largely overcome the initial difficulties and the product 
now being made at Chartham mill is being sold not only in this country, 
but in the world markets. é 

(2) The new mill at Wooburn Green for the manufacture of photographic 
base paper was completed early this year and is now engaged in producing 
photographic base paper fully up to standard. ‘ 

(3) The new mill in South Wales for the manufacture of tissue paper is 
nearing completion and your Board hope that manufacture will commence 
on the first of the three machines in July, followed by the other two 
machines in August and September, respectively. ‘The output from the 
mill has been sold for several months ahead in anticipation of production. 


REPAIRS AND RENEWALS ; 

During the year 1949, we continued to carry out certain repairs and re- 
newals to our mills and other properties which had, of necessity, been post- 
poned during the war period. The total cost of repairs and renewals for 
1949 amounted to the substantial figure of £618,457. During the war 
period, we built up reserves to meet these deferred repairs and those 
executed during 1949 have been charged against that reserve. You will 
remember that in the years 1946, 1947 and 1948, the deferred repairs 
executed were charged agamst the revenue account. No final agreement 
has been reached with the Inland Revenue with regard to the allowance to 
be made against excess profits in respect of the expenditure to which I 
have referred and as deferred repairs are still being executed, it will be some 
time before a final settlement can be made. It is interesting to record 
that during the years 1946 to 1949 inclusive, the sum of £2,104,584 has 
been spent on repairs and renewals, being an average of £526,146 per annum 
compared with £140,753 average expenditure during the immediate pre-war 
years. 

During the year 1949, your Board decided that it was in the interests of 
the group to manufacture high-grade papers in the Union of South Africa. 
Negotiations were concluded with South African Pulp and Paper Industries, 
Ltd., for an interest in that company so that arrangements could be made 
for the manufacture at their mill of your group’s papers for the South 
African market. Your company subscribed for 320,000 shares of 10s. each 
at the price of 25s. per share. On the other hand, South African Pulp and 
Paper Industries, Ltd.,undertook to acquire one of your groups paper machines. 
The machine has been dismantled and is being rebuilt, reconditioned and 
extended, in the engineering shops at our Stoneywood mill. We antici- 
pate that it will be re-erected at Johannesburg by the beginning of 1951. 
The machine will be capable of producing most of the papers which have 
been made by the group and hitherto exported to the Union of South Africa. 
It is satisfactory to note that the shares in South African Pulp and Paper 
Industries, Ltd., now stand on the Johannesburg Stock Exchange at the 
price of 46s. per share. 

MIL For AUSTRALIA 

During the past year, we have been investigating the possibility of estab- 
lishing a mill in Australia. A site has been acquired and consideration is 
being given to the designs of buildings and machinery. 

As from April 1, 1950, the paper mills in this country, for the first time 
since the beginning of the late war, have been free to purchase their 
requirements of chemical wood pulp, although the consumption of wood 
pulp js still controlled. ‘The maximum prices fixed by the Board of Trade 
have been freed from control for a limited number of types of paper. 

Tue Accounts 

With regard to the accounts, changes in the capital structure have occurred 
during the year by the issue of the balance of the debentures and the 
capitalisation of reserves which are referred to in the directors’ report. 
Reference is also made therein to certain withdrawals from reserves created 
in past years to meet contingencies and changes in paper prices and stock 
values. I would also mention that the discount on the issued debentures and 
the expenses in connection with the bonus share issue and debenture issue 
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have been charged to the contingencies reserve. In past years, in calculating 
the provisions for income-tax on the profits of the year, credit was taken for 
the income-tax recoverable in respect of debenture interest payable in the 
year of assessment. Your directors have now eliminated this credit by 
making a further provision of £16,504 out of the contingencies reserve. 

The particulars of fixed assets, etc., and details of capital and revenue 
reserves, are set out in schedules 1 and 2, respectively. 


TRADING PROFIT AND ALLOCATIONS . 

The consolidated trading profits of the group for 1949 before deducting 
the expenses enumerated, show a decrease of £831,642. After allowing 
for repairs and renewals (other than deferred repairs), pensions, interest 
on loans, amounts set aside for obsolescence and renewals and increases in 
specific reserves, the profits before taxation amounted to £323,079 compared 
with £1,019,668. Adding thereto, investment income and withdrawals

The cost of the new mills and extensions has turned out to be a good deal

Import Procedure for Forthcoming

Pakistan Fair 

THE Chief Organizer of the Pakistan International Industries Fair 

which takes place at Karachi from September 1, to October 10, 
1950, has informed the Department that the Commerce Division of 
the Pakistan Ministry of Commerce and Education has decided to 
permit the import of exhibits for display or sale at the Fair free of 
import licences, subject to the condition that the Exhibitors furnish 
in quadruplicate a list of their goods to be exhibited to the Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports through the Organizer of the 
Fair giving the description of the goods, the quantity and the c.i.f. 
values. 

As soon as the list is received, the Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports will issue a Customs Clearance Permit without the 
foreign exchange control copy to allow clearance. If any of the 
exhibits are sold, the exhibitors will be required to file before the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports the original list, together 
with a list of exhibits sold in Pakistan, attaching the certificate to be 
obtained from the Revenue Division regarding the payment of duty 
and Sales Tax on the exhibits sold. If the original list, supplementary 
list and the certificate of duty obtained from the Revenue Division 
are in order, the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports will issue 
an import permit for the exhibits and recommend the remittance of 
foreign exchange if the exhibitors so desire. The remittance will 
be equivalent in value to the sale-proceeds of.the exhibits including 
a reasonable margin of profit. (See also articles in “ Foreign 
Trade Zones in the United States ’’ on page 149, and “ Scotland 
and Wales are in the Festival of Britain,’’ page 134.
